HOUSE VOTES TO EXCLUDE POWELL FROM CONGRESS 

WRATHFUL HOUSE MEMBERS, ignoring their leader¬ 
ships and spurning the recommendations of a select House 
investigative committee, voted last night to exclude Adam 
Clayton Powell from Congress. 

After the House spurned a move to seat Powell with cen¬ 
sure, loss of seniority and a $40,000 fine by a roll call vote of 
222 to 202, the final exclusion resolution was passed, 248 to 
176. 

The House vote probably means the first court battle 
over such a move in 46 years, and there were opinions ex¬ 
pressed by many House leaders that Powell would be upheld 
by the court because he possessed the qualifications to be 
a House member — age, citizenship and residence. The head 
of the House committee which probed the case. Rep. Emanu¬ 
el Celler (D-N.Y.i, predicted Powell would run for re-election, 
win and force another test. 

HOFFA DUE TO START TERM NEXT TUESDAY 

JAMES R. HOFFA, the powerful Teamsters Union presi¬ 
dent who reputedly could have paralyzed the nation with a 
single strike order, was ordered jailed yesterday to begin 
serving an eight-year prison term for jury tampering. 

U. S. District Judge Frank W. Wilson, the same judge 
that heard the jury tampering case, issued the order in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. He told HofTa to report at 9 a m. Tues¬ 
day at the U. S. Marshal's office in Chattanooga. 

ARREST MADE IN JFK ASSASSINATION 'PLOT' 

A NEW ORLEANS MAN was arrested last night and 
charged with participating in a conspiracy to murder Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy. It was the first arrest in Dist. Atty. Jim Gar¬ 
rison's investigation of the 1963 Kennedy assassination. 

The district attorney's office identified the man as Clay 
Shaw. 54. the former managing director of the International 
Trade Mart in New Orleans. 

SIX MORE QUIT AIR FORCE ACADEMY 

THE LIST OF CADETS kicked out of the Air Force 
Academy grew to 46 yesterday when six more resigned for 
cheating. Officials said the number might reach 60. 

An academy official said seven varsity football players 
and two varsity basketball players either have resigned or 
are among another 14 cadets being investigated. 

SENATE BACKS U. S. TROOPS IN VIETNAM 

THE SENATE went on record yesterday as reaffirming 
support of U.S. troops in Vietnam while endorsing efforts to 
end the war honorably. It then passed a special $4.5 billion 
military authorization with the declaration attached. 

The military measure, carrying authorizations for parts 
of the $12.3 billion President Johnson requested to finance 
the Vietnam fighting through June 30, was approved 89 to 2. 
Only Sens. Wayne Morse, (D-Ore.), and Gaylord Nelson, (D- 
Wis.), voted against it. 

RIBIC0FF AMONG SEVERAL NAMED AS CLARK SUCCESSOR 

TWO CABINET MEMBERS and two members of Con¬ 
gress are being mentioned as possible successors to Supreme 
Court Justice Tom C. Clark, resigning the high court to pre¬ 
vent possible conflict of interest with his son, Ramsey, named 
to the Attorney General post by President Johnson. 

The names of Treasury Secretary Henry H. Fowler, La¬ 
bor Secretary W, Willard Wirtz, Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff (D- 
Conn.) and Rep. Wilbur Mills (D-Ark.) figured prominently 
In speculation about Johnson's likely choice for a replace¬ 
ment. 

0L0SM0BILE RECALLS 2,237 CARS 

OLDSMOBILE DIVISION of General Motors Corp. yes¬ 
terday called back 2.237 of its 1967 model cars to check for 
a possible defective bolt that might cause a loss of steering 
control.

THE ARREST of one or more persons is expected in 
connection with the escape of Boston Strangler Albert H. De- 
Salvo, United Press International learned yesterday. 

UPI also learned investigators are virtually positive they 
know where DeSalvo got a key, gun and money used during 
his escape last week from the Bridgewater State Mental 
Hospital. Authorities are quite certain they know how much 
money was spent to buy the gun and other articles used dur¬ 
ing the breakout and flight to freedom, UPI was told. 

LOWELL TEACHERS TO MARCH TOMORROW 

TEACHERS WILL MARCH in protest tomorrow against 
the Lowell School Committee's “unwillingness to bargain in 
good faith,” it was reported Wednesday. 

The teachers, possibly as many as 400, will begin their 
march from City Hall at 2:30. Their destination will be the 
new Lowell Teachers Assn, "campaign” headquarters at 10 
Kearney Sq. The school committee has refused to grant pay 
raises to Lowell's 600 teachers. 

TESTS FOR ELDERLY DRIVERS DEFEATED BY HOUSE 

THE HOUSE DEFEATED a bill which would have al¬ 
lowed the Massachusetts registrar of motor vehicles to re¬ 
quire periodic examinations of elderly drivers. The vote on 
the measure sponsored by Registrar Richard McLaughlin 
was 156-52. 

McLaughlin had proposed that drivers 70 and over be 
given an annual examination by the doctor of their choice 
to lessen the possibility of elderly drivers becoming incapaci¬ 
tated at the wheel. 

VOLPE EYES ‘FAVORITE SON' CANDIDACY 

GOV. JOHN A. VOLPE said he might be a “favorite 
•on" presidential candidate in 1968, but sidestepped becom¬ 
ing committed now to a slightly lower position. 

The Republican governor said there was no hidden sign¬ 
ificance to the fact he was to share the platform last night 
in Washington with leading presidential candidates, Govs. 
Ronald Reagan of California and George W. Romney of 
Michigan. 

B&M GIVEN PERMISSION TO DROP PASSENGER LINE 

THE DEPARTMENT of Public Utilities has granted a 
Boston & Maine Railroad petition to abandon immediately 
passenger service between Springfield and Greenfield. The 
railroad also was given permission to abandon passenger 
facilities at stations in Springfield, Holyoke, Northampton and 
Greenfield. 

"Generally speaking, with the approval of this petition, 
this railroad is no longer in the business of carrying pas¬ 
sengers except where subsidized by the Commonwealth 
through the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority,” 
the DPU noted in its four-page decision.

Court Redistricting Order 
Creates Absurd Situation 

It now seems that the federal court order for a 
revamping of the Massachusetts congressional districts 
was ridiculous for a number of reasons. 

For one thing the state’s population has increased 
sharply since the 1960 federal census on which the 
congressional redistricting would be based. Great popu¬ 
lation shifts also have occurred in the intervening seven 
years. 

Ironically, most of the congressional districts are 
now more nearly equal from a population standpoint 
as a result of those changes than when they were cre¬ 
ated in 1962. 

If the federal court is to decree that congressional 
districts must be based on the "one-man-one-vote” rule, 
then it also should order a revision in the method of 
making the federal census which provides the yard¬ 
stick for carving out the congressional sectors. 

The federal census in 1960 counted everyone 
residing in Massachusetts on April 1 of that year, 
Irrespective of whether they were legal voters or 
residents in other States.

to a further suggestion made 
In the report that homes be 
taken in another part of the 
Albemarle playground area 
to compensate for the loss of 
park land to the school. 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
also commented: “I think 
we should take vacant land, 
but not homes. If adjacent 
homes became available 
for sale in the future we 
might think of buying them 
for the park then.” 

School Commit teeman 
Francis P. Frazier declared: 
“I am quite pleased to ob¬ 
serve that the school will be 
adequate for further growth. 
In most cases we have built 
schools and then a few years 
later have had to build addi¬ 
tions.” 

Four other sites were stud¬ 
ied. One of them the present 
F. A. Day site on Walnut St., 
engrossed by some adjacent 
land. The other three sites 
were around the Albemarle 
playground, but involved tak¬ 
ing homes or a large portion 
of the playground. 

One of the defects of the 
existing school site is that 
children have to travel 
about a quarter of a mile 
to get to playing fields. 

The State School Buildings 
Assistance Commission also 
objected to the present site 
because of lack of space for 
expansion. The Buildings As¬ 
sistance Commission will pay 
Newton 40 per cent of the esti¬ 
mated cost of the $2.9 million 
of the new school; although 
it is estimated that this sum 
will only cover interest on the 
twenty year bond that the 
city of Newton will issue to 
finance the school.

Rich- OCCK 1 O OClll C 
ard W. Mechem. had assured 
parents in a letter last week: 

“That all three fires were 
deliberately set. This means 
that the fires had nothing to 
do with the safety of the 
buildings, but were caused by 
human intent." 

The original concern about 
the age and danger of Build¬ 
ing 1, Mechem said, “has giv¬ 
en way to a more general fear 
that there may be persons in 
our school society who are so 
disturbed as to desire to set 
fire to one or more of the 
buildings." 

He said several meetings 
with faculty and housemas¬ 
ters have been held In addi¬ 
tion to meetings with the stu¬ 
dent council and each of the 
classes as a group. 

Two of the fires, on Feb. 2 
and Feb. 15, occurred in 
Building 1 and resulted in the 
dismissal of classes because 
of water damage from a 
sprinkler system. The third 
fire, on Feb. 16 broke out in 
a science laboratory in Build¬ 
ing 2 . 

Mechem emphasized that 
even though Building 1 is 
“overcrow'ded and dingy,” it 
has met all previous stand-

Pay Impasse 
For Nurses 

A last-ditch effort to resolve 
the differences between the 
Public Health nurses and the 
City of Newton was scheduled 
this week by the State Board 
of Conciliation and Arbitra¬ 
tion. 

The meeting at City Hall 
was set for Wednesday and 
included a state conciliator, 
representatives of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Nurses Assn., the 
Newton nurses and city of¬ 
ficials. 

Earlier, Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas said it was unfortu¬ 
nate that 14 of the 18 public 
health nurses submitted their 
resignations, but revealed the 
city is prepared to hire new 
nursing personnel, and over¬ 
haul the Public Health Dept. 

Although the resignations, 
which were turned in Feb. 21 
wont’ be effective until March 
17, the nurses said negotia¬ 
tions were still open as far as 
they were concerned. 

They are seeking an 18 per¬ 
cent raise after having been 
offered an 11 per cent raise, 
five per cent more than that 
offered other city employees. 

Mayor Basbas said it was 
impossible for him to meet 
the nurses’ demands because 
the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen wouldn't 
go along with it. 

“I've offered the nurses al¬ 
most twice as much as all 
other city employees with the 
same benefits” the Mayor 
said. “I couldn’t go any high¬ 
er if I had to.” 

All other labor groups in 
Newton, excepting wire in¬ 
spectors, have settled for a 
six percent wage increase 
plus a more liberal sick day 
arrangement and a fourth 
week vacation after 15 years. 

Mayor Basbas said he ex¬ 
pects to be able to staff the 
public health office without 
too much trouble if the pres¬ 
ent nurses go through with 
their threats to quit. The new 
nurses when hired will be 
paid the 11 per cent increase, 
setting the scale at a $5680 
minimum and $6690 maxi¬ 
mum after five years.

Ford Foundation 
$272,000 Grant 
To Schools Here 

The Ford Foundation has 
made a $272,000 grant to the 
Newton school system to be 
spent over a 20-month period 
extending from last Jan. 1 
to Aug. 31, 1968, Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools Charles E. 
Brown announced at Monday 
night's School Committee 
meeting. 

The money will be spent 
for purposes such as the 
salaries of Newton teachers 
who are relieved of their reg¬ 
ular duties to take part in 
the development of new school 
curriculums or new educa¬ 
tional materials, as well as 
other expenses in those pro¬ 
grams. 

A grant of $266,000 was 
given to Newton schools by 
the Ford Foundation for sim¬ 
ilar purposes to be spent 
from 1962 to 1965. In answer 
to a query by School Com¬ 
mitteemen Francis P. Fraz¬ 
ier, Dr. Brown noted that 
the Ford Foundation Is in 
the process of reorganization, 
like many other private foun¬ 
dations and that it has be¬ 
come more difficult to obtain 
funds.

Bill To Credit 
For Overseas 
Teachers Heard 

Rep. Paul Malloy of New¬ 
ton and Paul Ippolito, chair¬ 
man of the Newton Teachers 
Association's Legislative Com¬ 
mittee, went to the State 
House last Monday to speak 
in favor of Senate Bill 632, 
which is an act allowing cred¬ 
it in the Massachusetts Teach¬ 
ers Retirement System for 
teachers who have served 
overseas in dependent schools 
operated by the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The existing law does not 
allow teachers to credit over¬ 
seas teaching toward their 
eventual retirement. 

This bill was defeated in 
1962 and 1963. Stated Ippolito: 


Named To Post Students -

Maximum Security Needed

Shock may have a therapeutic value in Mas¬ 
sachusetts this week. It may awaken a lethargic 
electorate to ills at the institution at Bridgewater 
and similar facilities throughout the Common¬ 
wealth. 

The shock was administered by Albert De- 
Salvo, the man who claims to be the Boston 
Strangler, when he escaped from Bridgewater 
State Hospital with relative ease. 

His escape, and that of his two companions, 
precipitated the greatest manhunt in the northeast. 

It also engendered mass fear in women throughout 
the northeast. 

However, DeSalvo was recaptured; no women 
were abused and murdered, at least by him; and 
the dangerous criminal was incarcerated again, 
this time in the maximum security institution at 
Walpole, 

DeSalvo said he made the break to call atten¬ 
tion to his need for rehabilitation. He said he left 
a note behind at Bridgewater which said, "Since 
I can’t understand the law and society, the way 
it acts, I’m going to leave.” 

The law and society couldn’t understand De¬ 
Salvo either. That is why he was tried and con¬ 
victed of armed robbery and assaults upon women. 

But whether the Malden man's dramatic escape 
will help his ease remains to be seen. What his 
flight to short-lived freedom did do was focus 
public attention on Bridgewater State Hospital. 

There have been reams of words written about 
the archaic facility in the past but none has hit 
the front pages of the nation’s newspapers with 
the impact registered last week. 

Now. perhaps, the Great and General Court, 
in their infinite wisdom, will take action on the 
problems that beset Bridgewater, especially its 
physical properties. Bridgewater Supt. Charles W. 
Gaughan has said of the institution that it is like 
trying to hold “murderers in a chicken coop.” 

We don’t believe that men like DeSalvo and 
others like him belong in chicken coops. 

We believe that there should be a maximum 
security building at Bridgewater. It should be con¬ 
structed immediately, if not sooner. Until then 
DeSalvo should remain at Walpole. The first con¬ 
sideration must be the protection of the public.

lems of mental health and 
penology." 

In 1947 as a student at 
Yale Law School and Man¬ 
aging Editor of the Yale 
Law Journal, he published 
an article In that Journal 
entitled "Legal and Medical 
Considerations in Commit¬ 
ment of the Mentally III." 
For many years this was 
the definitive piece of mod¬ 
ern research in the area of 
cavil commitment of the men¬ 
tally ill. 

"From 1949 to 1954 Attorney 
Flaschner served as a special 
consultant to the National 
Mental Health Institute in co- 
authoring a model act govern¬ 
ing hospitalization of the 
mentally ill, which was later 
enacted in several states,” 
Richardson said. 

Flaschner was associate 
counsel for Dr. Miriam Van 
Waters in 1948 when an at¬ 
tempt was made to oust her 
as superintendent of the 
Framingham Reformatory for 
Women. He served as presi¬ 
dent and counsel of Friends 
of Framingham, an associa¬ 
tion founded to support Dr. 
Van Waters’ methods of re¬ 
habilitation. 

In connection with his 
work in behalf of Framing¬ 
ham Reformatory. Flasch¬ 
ner drafted and supported 
day-work laws permitting 
some women inmates of the 
Reformatory to work in the 
outside community. 

At present work-release 
legislation for male prisoners 
has been filed with the State 
Legislature by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Correction.

grouping, that is, the way 
people are placed against 
background for artistic ef¬ 
fect. 

He cites “The Birth of a 
Nation" as an outstanding 
example that includes these 
features. 

“Silent film also created 
more of a world of privacy,” 
Dr. Deane says, “because 
there's no blaring and no one 
telling you what to think or 
feel. In addition the early 
films were the product of the 
‘age of innocence’ in that they 
were made in a less sophisti¬ 
cated and less complicated 
time than ours.” 

Contrasting the present 
day elements of films with 
the past, he says today's 
world is jaded, and young¬ 
sters are already old at the 
age of 13. They require shock, 
drugs, saddism, and psychia¬ 
trists to stay alive, he adds. 

The film connoisseurs on 
the other ha ml points out 
that the early movies had 
the quality of delight, such 
as "The Thief of Bagdad.” 
He says they were fun, ex¬ 
citing, and left a person feel¬ 
ing good when he came out 
of the theatre. 

Dr. Dean has been an ar¬ 
dent film goer since he was 
five years old back in 1933. 
He fondly recalls how artistic 
a great many of the early 
productions were, and to 
prove it to his students and 
friends he has collected a per¬ 
sonal library, from 1964 to 
the present, of 60 one-reelers. 
17 features, and 12 two-reel- 
ers. He even produced and 
directed four short films as 
well as a four-chapter serial 
from his own scripts. 

His interest in the screen 
lied In neatly with his Pli.D. 
work at Harvard. Concen¬ 
trating on the history of 
American civilization, he 
says the movies proved to 
he an excellent revelation of 
the tastes, manners, and 
dress of an era.

Twenty-two Newton teach¬ 
ers have been named recip¬ 
ients of Fellowship Awards 
which will give them an op¬ 
portunity to pursue indepen¬ 
dent study projects. The Fel¬ 
lowship program, sponsored 
by the Newton Teachers As¬ 
sociation, provides these 
teachers the opportunity to 
be released for as many as 
five days from their regular 
teaching duties so that they 
can concentrated on studies 
with particular significance 
to their teaching assignments. 

These 22 awards, chosen 
from 54 applications, were 
selected because of the qual¬ 
ity and the uniqueness of the 
proposals and their intrinsic 
value. The projects, both of 
an individual and a group 
nature, represent a wide 
range of topics. Reading 
studies reach beyond regular 
programs by exploring fur¬ 
ther uses of language-labora¬ 
tories, by preparing teaching 
tapes, creating plays and de¬ 
veloping linguistic materials. 

Projects to mathematics 
range from planning compu¬ 
ter-oriented courses to pre¬ 
paring heuristic materials, 
and science plans range from 
studies with the microscope 
to the consideration of out¬ 
door laboratory experiences 
for high school students. 

Four projects involve the 
arts and are concerned with 
planning and preparing ma¬ 
terials to enhance and enrich 


instruction in these areas. Of 
significance is a plan for use 
with primary educable retar¬ 
dates which coordinates ac¬ 
tivities in drama, speech, 
and physical education.

The Community Lecture 
Series on "The Negro In 
American Society." sponsored 
by twenty-four organizations 
in Newton and Ro.xbury, will 
hold the fifth lecture in the 
Series on Wednesday evening. 
March 8. at 8:00 o’clock, at 
the Warren Junior High 
School, 1600 Washington 
street in West Newton. 

Wyatt Tee Walker, presi¬ 
dent of Educational Heritage, 
Inc., and former chief aide to 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
will lecture on the "Negro 
Church and Social Protest." 
His lecture will focus on the 
development of the Negro 
Church and the place of re¬ 
ligion in social protest and so¬ 
cial change. 

Mr. Walker was born in 
Brockton, in 1929. He was ed¬ 
ucated in the public schools 
of Merchantville, New Jersey, 
before going on to compile 
an outstanding academic rec¬ 
ord at Virginia Union Univer¬ 
sity. 

In 1950 he graduated from 
the college with a B.S. De¬ 
gree. Magna Cum Laude and. 
three years later, received his 
Bachelor of Divinity Degree 
from the Graduate School of 
Religion, this time Summa 
Cum Laude. 

From 1953 to 1960, Mr. 
Walker served as Minister of 
the historic Gillfield Baptist 
Church in Petersburg, Virgin¬ 
ia. In 1960 he became the Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the South¬ 
ern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC), the civil 
rights organization founded 
bv Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. 

Since July, 1964, Mr. Walk¬ 
er has been associated with 
Educational Heritage, Inc., 
publishers of the Negro Heri¬ 
tage Library. He also serves 
as a special assistant to 
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WYATT T. WALKER 

Governor Rockefeller on Ur¬ 
ban Affairs. 

The purpose of the Com¬ 
munity Lecture Series is to 
present the true history of 
the Negro in America as a 
framework for understanding 
contemporary events and to 
expose persons from the Rox¬ 
bury and Newton communi¬ 
ties to Negro intellectuals who 
have made substantial con¬ 
tributions to Amercian Socie¬ 
ty. 

The final lecture of the Se¬ 
ries will be held in Newton on 
April 5 in cooperation with 
the Newton Community Rela¬ 
tions Commission. At that 
time Bayard Rustin, Execu¬ 
tive Director of the A. Philip 
Randolph Institute, will lec¬ 
ture on "The Black Man's Re¬ 
sistance to Oppression in 
America." 

Following the lecture on 
March 8 a reception and so¬ 
cial hour will be held at the 
Unitarian Church in West 
Newton, where the audience 
can meet and talk with Mr. 
Walker on an informal basis.

tary schools, so that a lim¬ 
ited number of children for 
whom it is impossible to- 
return home at noon on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, may eal at school. 

School Committee members 
probably will make their de¬ 
cision in the elementary school 
schedule controversy at their 
next regular meeting follow¬ 
ing Monday night's hearing. 

Three courses are open to 
the School Board members: 
1. They can adopt the recom¬ 
mendations of the study 
group, 2. They can retain 
the present split schedule in 
the elementary schools. 3. 
They can order a change to 
a single session starting next 
September. 

A decision on the matter 

must be made before mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Aider- 
men act on the city and school 
budget since the school offi¬ 
cials must notify the aider- 
men how much of a $100,000 
item in the school budget 
must be retained to cover the 
cost of a shift to single ses¬ 
sion for the last few months 
of this year. $100,000 is the 
estimated cost of putting all 
24 of Newton’s elementary 
schools on a single session 
with a supervised lunch, and 
was tentatively included in 
the school budget approved 
last January. 

School Commitleewoman 

Norma W. Mintz, the school 
board's representative on the 
study group, referred to her 
work in that capacity as a 
"unique experience” and 
emphasized that “widely di¬ 
vergent" views were reflect¬ 
ed in the group.

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
this week explained the posi¬ 
tion of Newton in its contro¬ 
versy with Public Health De¬ 
partment nurses who have 
threatened to strike if a rec¬ 
ommendation made by a medi¬ 
ator on the pay raise they are 
seeking is not met. 

"Originally the City made 
the same offer to the nurses 
that it made to its other non¬ 
police and fire employees 
which was a four per cent sal¬ 
ary increase.” Basbas de¬ 
clared # 

"Through the process of col¬ 
lective bargaining this was 
increased to six per cent plus 
substantial fringe benefits in 
liberalization of authorized 
leave, holiday allowances and 
vacations, which was accept¬ 
able to the great majority of 
employees. 

"The nurses, however, were 
not satisfied and availed them¬ 
selves of procedures set up in 
the collective bargaining law 
leading to non-binding fact 
finding," the Mayor continued. 

"The fact finder has render¬ 
ed a report in which he has 
recommended salary and other 
adjustments averaging nearly 
20 per cent over existing pav 
scales. I have given this report 
my most careful consideration. 
It appears to be based prin¬ 
cipally on salary rates paid 
by the Newton-Wellesely Hos¬ 
pital and the Newton Visiting 
Nurse Association." Mayor 
Basbas stated. 

"It contains no findings 
comparing the rates offered 
by the City of Newton with 
rates paid or offered in other 
area municipalities. It makes 
no attempt to evaluate the 
service required of nurses in 
the Newton Health Depart¬ 
ment as compared to that re¬ 
quired of nurses in the New- 
ton-Welelsley Hospital and the 
Newton Visiting Nurses As¬ 
sociation, either in the type 
of service rendered or in fringe 
benefits available. 

“Significant differences ex¬ 
ist. Newton's public health nur' 


ses are not required to do bed¬ 
side nursing. The largest part 
of their work is nursing n the 
schools. They have no week¬ 
end duty. They enjoy civil 
service status. There are oth¬ 
ers. Newton, as yet has had 
no difficulty in recruiting 
nurses for its Health Depart¬ 
ment." the Mayor asserted. 

"Nevertheless, in view of the 
fact-finder’s report I have in¬ 
crease the City's offer to the 
nurses by moving them one 
full grade n the City's compen¬ 
sation plan above the grades 
to which they were asigned as 
the result of a professional 
study made a few years ago. 

"This would result in a new 
salary range of $5680 to $6690 
per year, or better than 11 per 
cent above existing rates. In 
addition the nurses would 
enjoy the fringe benefit im¬ 
provements already mentioned. 

"As Mayor of the City.” 
Basbas added. "I have an obli¬ 
gation to its taxpayers to see 
that the compensation paid to 
its nurses fits fairly and com¬ 
petitively into the pattern 
established for the comparable 
municipal services. 

"Admittedly, this pattern Is 
now in a state of flux. It may 
be that when it finally crystal- 
izes it will be found that I 
have been too conservative. If 
so, the situation can be rem¬ 
edied. But if I move too far 
too fast, no remedy will exist," 
he commented. 

"As Mayor I also have the 
responsibility of dealing fairly 
with all City employees. Noth¬ 
ing could be more destructive 
of personnel relations and 
morale than preference ex¬ 
tended to one group without 
good reason for It. 

"I am not unsympathetic 
with the nurses. I have no mo¬ 
tive for discriminating against 
them. The easiest course would 
be to fall back on the fact¬ 
finder's report. But the respon¬ 
sibility is mine and I am ex¬ 
ercising it to the best of my 
ablty,” Mayor Basbas con¬ 
cluded.

For Internal Protection

Sol Kolack, 15 Southwick 
road, Waban, executive direc¬ 
tor of the New England of¬ 
fice of the Anti - Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith, has 
c*' ed for the adoption of 
effective federal and state 
weapon control legislation in 
order to "protect internal 
peace and security.” 

He has written to governors 
and attorney generals in this 
six-state area warning that 
paramilitary organizations of 
"assassins - in - training” are 
plotting armed enforcement of 
their "viqlent racial and politi¬ 
cal doctrines," and cites 749 
acts of violence — 630 in the 
South, 119 in the North — aim¬ 
ed at the civil rights move¬ 
ment between 1962 and 1966. 

Declaring that armed mili¬ 
tant extremists can no longer 
be dismissed as ineffectual 
kooks. Mr. Kolack said his 
agency has found evidence in 
the past few years of Minute- 


than the movements themselv¬ 
es.” He said such groups, by 
emphasizing the use of weap¬ 
onry to achieve their aims, 
encourage and breed violence 
of all types. 

In addition to the 749 inci¬ 
dents of violence between 1962 
and 1966 connected with civil 
rights — shootings, floggings, 
stabblngs, beatings, arson and 
bombings of churches, homes, 
schools and businesses — there 
have been 422 anti-Semitic in¬ 
cidents during the same peri¬ 
od, Mr. Kolack declared. The 
"incidents" Include cemetery 
desecrations, vandalism 
against synagogues, arson, 
swastika smearings and shoot¬ 
ings. He pointed out that the 
"power of suggestion was so 
strong and the atmosphere so 
right" that in 1960, following 
a synagogue desecration in 
Cologne. Germany, there were 
890 anti-Semitic incidents in 
this country in the one year..

He went on to say that mem¬ 
bers of hate groups have infil¬ 
trated legitimate gun clubs 
and hunting associations easi¬ 
ly and without restriction. 
Members of the Minutemen, 
he declared, have brazenly 
joined the National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation. without revealing that 
they were Minutemen, in order 
to receive firearms training 
and qualify for discount pur¬ 
chases of ammunition and 
guns as provided NRA affili¬ 
ated gun clubs through gov¬ 
ernment subsidy. 

In New York recently 20 
members of the Minutemen 
were seized on charges of plot¬ 
ting to blow up three private 
camps in New York, New Jer¬ 
sey and Connecticut they con¬ 
sidered to be Communistic. 
Confiscated at the time of ar¬ 
rest was an arsenal that 
included one million rounds of 
ammunition, 115 high powered 
rifles. 11 machine guns, bazoo¬ 
kas, mortars, hand grenades, 
brass knuckles, machetes, 
crossbows, garroting nooses, 
rocket launchers, pistols, steel 
helmets, and hundreds of test 
tubes full of picric acid used 
as bomb detonating devices. 

Control of the sale of weap¬ 
ons in the United States is 
long overdue, Mr. Kolack de¬ 
clared. He said in no other 
major nation of the world is 
the sale, posession and use of 
firearms so free, and pointed 
out that in most American 
states firearms may be bought 
by anyone old enough to carry 
his purchase out of the store. 

Mr. Kolack said registration 
and the necessity to obtain a 
permit would remove the 
anonymity now held by those 
who obtain weapons for pur¬ 
poses of terrorization, intimi¬ 
dation or other wrongdoing. 
Without effective control re¬ 
quirements and enforcement, 
he declared, the threat to 
American security from the 
paramilitary units of extrem¬ 
ist groups will continue to 
grow.

A plan to build a complex 
of three two-story office build¬ 
ings in Newton Lower Falls 
met stiff opposition recently 
at a joint public hear 
ii}g before the Claims and 
Rules Committee and the 
Planning Board in City Hall.

Another sizeable group 
came to oppose a petition by 
Garden City Recreation Cen¬ 
ter, Inc., for permission to es¬ 
tablish an athletic club on 
63,000 sq ft. of land . . . part 
ol which is in the City 
of Newton and part in 
the City of Boston - - on the 
boundary line at Lake St. and 
Undine Rd., Brighton. This 
group of objectors, however, 
comprised Brighton residents 
for the most part. Opposition 
fCom Newtonites was almost 
nonexistent. 

There was some indication 
of opposition to nearly all of 
the 10 petitions on the docket, 
including a proposal by Mr. 
Donut Company for remodel¬ 
ing the building now housing 
a beauty shop at 870 Walnut 
St„ Newton Centre, a few 
steps from the intersection of 
Beacon and Walnut St. The 
Intention is to convert the 
building to a combined 
beauty and donut shop. 

There were 10 objectors to a 
petition by Sun Auto Rental 
Company, Inc., for permission 
to store excess rental and 
lease cars on approximately 
15.870 sq. gt. of land in a 
Busines B. District at 5 Lex¬ 
ington St.. West Newton 

Opposition also was indicat¬ 
ed to the petition of Philip 
Bram for a zone change from 
Business A to Business B Dis¬ 
trict. land at 1197-1203 Walnut 
St. and 1630 Centre St., New¬ 
ton Highlands, and permission 
to relocate an existing tire 
service station to that site 
from 252 Walnut St., Newton- j 
ville. 

The trustees of the Old 
Farm Realty Trust, represent- i 
ed at the hearing by Attorney I 
Haskell C. Freedman, former 
chairman of the Newton 
School Committee, asked and 
received permission to with¬ 
draw without prejudice two 
petitions, one requesting a 
zone change from Residence B. 
District to Residence D. Dis¬ 
trict, nine lots on Dedham St., 
Newton Centre - - land former¬ 
ly owned by the Peabody 
Home - - and the other, a 
petition for erection of 31 
semi detached single dwellings 
there. 

Freedman explained that 
having met with the members 
of the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association and found them to 
be opposed to the proposals, 
his clients had decided not to 
go against their wishes. He 
declared that it was not the in¬ 
tention to resubmit the peti¬ 
tions. 

First petition to be heard 
was that of Norton Ellman, 
trustee, seeking an amend¬ 
ment to a Board order sub¬ 
stituting ‘‘light timber con¬ 
struction” for the words ‘‘first 
class construction," that were 
in the order passed by the 
Board last November. There 
was no opposition. 

Next came the matter of 
withdrawal of the Old Farm 
Realty Trust petitions. 

There followed a petition 
by Arthur T. Wasserman, 137 
Baldpate Hill Rd., Newton 
Centre, for use of the old post 
office on Auburn St„ Auburn- 
dale, for wholesale and re¬ 
tail sales of women's sweat¬ 
ers and sportswear to be 
manufactured on the premis¬ 
es. The operator of the light 
manufacturing and sales es¬ 
tablishment would be Car¬ 
mine H. Michele, who now 
carries on a similar busi¬ 
ness at 713 Washington St., 
Newtonville, Wasserman said. 
Michele said that his present 
business was wholesale, and 


that he wanted to become a 
I retailer. There would be from 
three to five employees, he 
said, and the parking area 
I formerly used by the post 
I office for its employees and 
mail trucks, would be entirely 
adequate to serve the work¬ 
ers and customers. There 
was no opposition. 

William Mitchell of Weston 
j asked for and received a con- 
i tinuance on the Sun Auto 
Rental petition because of the 
absence from the city of his 
father, the petitioner. How- 
j ever, the members of the 
| Claims and Rules Committee 
voted to allow anyone inter¬ 
ested in the proposal to give 
an indication of their opinion. 
In a show of hands, none was 
in favor and 10 were opposed. 
The hearing was dismissed 
without prejudice on motion 
of Alderman William P. Mat-1 
I thews. 

Pentland Development Cor¬ 
poration made an elaborate 
presentation in connection 
j with the petition for construe- ( 
tion of a three-building busi¬ 
ness complex at the Newton 
Lower Falls site. It com¬ 
prised a model of the com¬ 
plex that occupied a spot in 
the middle of the chamber, 
and two projections slide 
screens for showing of the 
detailed plans. 

Also presented were Myron 
Hilton, vice president of 
Union Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Portland. Me , 
the company that assigned 
Pentland Development Cor¬ 
poration to the task of plan¬ 
ning the development of the 
land, whose owner is the 
Greek Orthodox Church. Hil¬ 
ton said that his company, the 
largest financial institution in 
the State of Maine, proposed 
to occupy some 25 percent of 
the space in the complex. A 
purchase - sales agreement 
with the church has been ex¬ 
ecuted. conditioned on ap¬ 
proval of the petition, he said. 
He explained that Pentland 
would handle development, 
and Union Mutual would be 
on a rental basis. Much evi¬ 
dence was introduced by Hil¬ 
ton and others connected with 
the proposal in an effort to 
show that traffic generated 
by the complex would not 
add measurably to the 28.000 
cars per day that pass in 
front of the complex. 

It was brought out that ihe 
three buildings would be con¬ 
nected at the second floor lev¬ 
el, and it was declared that 
the complex would be a cred¬ 
it to the community. Also, it 
was said. Union Mutual would 
have a 15-year lease wi'h op¬ 
tion to renew, and that the 
complex would cost an esti¬ 
mated $1,500,000, and that it 
was planned to provide each 
person to be employed there 
2tf5 sq. ft. of space. The 
Route 128 formula, it was 
pointed out, was 250 sq. ft. 

Stuart Loughman, 24 Ade¬ 
line Rd.. Waban, president of 
the Waban Improvement So¬ 
ciety Association, expressed 
the favorable attitude of his 
group to the proposal, and he 
declared that Beacon St. Ex¬ 
tension could adequately han¬ 
dle the traffic to and from 
the complex. 

Speaking as an opponent 
and representative of other 
immediate abutters, Charles 

A. McCarthy, 2081 Beacon 
St., declared that the site was 
an island, and that the de¬ 
velopment would completely 
isolate the homes of Belmore 
Park, of which there were 
11. Traffic congestion, he said, 
would be difficult to control. 

i He termed the proposal "a 
violation of the prime pur¬ 
poses of zoning.” 

McCarthy added that the 
abutters looked on the pro¬ 
posal as unnecessary. They 
would welcome establishment 
of a church on the site, he 
said, but not a business de¬ 
velopment. In closing, he 
gave the committee a petition 
I signed by 100 names of im¬ 
mediate abutters who were 
not in favor. 

Other objectors were Rubin 
Brown, Samoset Rd: Harold 
Fine, 2088 Washington St.; 
Alvah Ring. 2075 Washington 
| St., a Newton teacher; San- 
! ford Blitzer, president of the 
Newton Lower Falls Improve¬ 
ment Association, and Robert 

B. Slattery Jr., president of 
the Woodland Golf Club, 

j whose directors, he said, j 
wished to indicate their op¬ 


position. 

When Claims and Rules 
Chairman Franklin N. Fla- 
schner called for a show of 
hands, one was raised in fav¬ 
or and 44 against. 

Robert Corliss, speaking in 
behalf of the Mr. Donut pe¬ 
tition, declared that the 
‘■typical" donut shop would 
be an asset to the community. 
The company had a lease for 
the property conditioned on 
approval of the petition, he 
said, and declared that the 
existing parking area behind 
the building and next to the 
Wayne Drug Store would be 
capable of handling the traf¬ 
fic. The intention was to op¬ 
erate the shop daily from 
early in the morning till mid¬ 
night, he said. Corliss sub¬ 
mitted a petition signed by 
the names of 15 abutters who 
were in favor. 

The show of hands, called 
for prior to ending this hear¬ 
ing, brought up two hands of 
property owners in favor and 
21 opposed. 

The case for the Garden 
City Family Recreation Cen¬ 
ter, Inc., was presented by 
Richard J. Pearson of 131 
Windsor Rd., Waban, who 
described himself as a New¬ 
ton resident since 1943 and 
the Center's clerk and rep¬ 
resentative. He listed the 
Center's incorporators as fol¬ 
lows: 

President. Harrison Row- 
botham, who a few days ago 
was elected vice president of 
the United States of America 
Lawn Tennis Association and, 
Pearson added, president 
since 1951 of the New Eng¬ 
land Youth Tennis Founda¬ 
tion; treasurer. Sidney Cohen, 
CPA; Dr. Way Dong Woo, 
electronics engineer and 
manufacturer and a member 
of the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee; Irving Karg. lawyer; 
Dr. Anthony Minchielo. den¬ 
tist; Sumner Rodman, life in¬ 
surance counselor and well 
known in the tennis world, 
and himself as the corpora¬ 
tion clerk. 

Planned for the site, he 
said, were eight outdoor ten¬ 
nis courts, five indoor tennis 
courts, two squash courts, a 
medium sized swimming 
pool, a small wading pool and 
two parking areas for ap¬ 
proximately 40 cars at no 
charge. 

There will he only one 
building, he went on. and he 
said that "we have informed 
neighbors that this will not 
be the usual clubhouse, and 
there will be no kitchen and 
no facilities for dancing. Fur¬ 
ther, he said the club would 
be so constructed as not to 
produce excess noise. Youth 
development programs, he 
said, would be in charge of 
tennis and swim instructors. 

Continuing, Pearson said 
that the outdoor facilities 
would be available only until 
dusk. “Furthermore,” he 
went on, "we are willing to 
put in writing that the fami¬ 
lies living opposite our facili¬ 
ty will be issued special 
membership cards permit¬ 
ting use on weekdays at 50 
percent of the normal rates. 

The abutters to the site, 
he said, are: “In Boston, only 
the Ellen M. Gifford Shelter¬ 
ing Home, who have author¬ 
ized us to proceed with this 
petition. In Newton: The 
Massachusetts Bay Transport 
Authority's street car turn¬ 
around depot at Lake St., the 
MDC and the Chestnut Hill 
Country Club’s golf course." 

The MDC land is an ease¬ 
ment, approximately 35 feet 
wide, that contains an under¬ 
ground aqueduct. 

The Sheltering Home is 
known to lovers of cats 
throughout a wide area.

POWELL; AIDES SEEK 3 JUDGE COURT TO HEAR CLAIMS 

A DECISION today by a federal judge was expected by 
attorneys ot Adam Clayton Powell on the suit they filed in 
Washington yesterday calling for the naming of a three-judge 
panel to hear their claim the House action March 1 barring 
Powell from his legislative seat was unconstitutional. 

Suing Speaker John W. McCormack and several other 
House leaders and officers, the attorneys said that until the 
constitutional issue Is decided, the three-judge court should 
issue a preliminary injunction restraining the defendants 
from executing the resolution under which Powell was ex¬ 
cluded. 

The requested injunction also would direct McCormack 
to administer the oath of office to Powell and the House ser¬ 
geant-at-arms to pay him his salary. 

REUTHER TAKES CONTROL OF WILDCAT GM PLANT 

THE UNITED AUTO WORKERS have taken control of 
a rebellious UAW local which defied the union’s leaders in 
three wildcat walkouts, including one that resulted in the lay¬ 
off of about 200,000 General Motors Corp. employes. 

Walter P. Reuther, UAW president, announced the union 
was putting an administrator in charge of UAW Local 549, 
which represents the 2,700 workers at GM’s body parts plant 
in Mansfield, Ohio. 

Reuther’s announcement came as dissident factions in 
the local continued an unauthorized strike at the plant. 

JUDGE REFUSES TO DISMISS JFK PLOT CHARGES 

A DISTRICT JUDGE, Bernard J. Bagert, has refused in 
New Orleans to dismiss a murder-conspiracy charge against 
Clay L. Shaw, who is accused of conspiring to kill President 
Kennedy. The ruling cleared the way for a preliminary hear¬ 
ing next Tuesday for Shaw, 54, retired managing director of 
the International Trade Mart. 

The judge also deferred a ruling on another defense mo¬ 
tion, asking identifying of the “confidential informant" Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison says heard Shaw plotting against the 
President. 

GOP ASKS RESERVATIONS TO U.S.-SOVIET TREATY 

CONSERVATIVE SENATE Republicans proposed Wed¬ 
nesday two reservations to the U.S. Soviet consular treaty. 
Senate approval of the reservations could scuttle the con¬ 
sular agreement, but there appeared to be little support for 
the two riders offered by Sen. Karl E. Mundt (R-S.D.). 

Mundt suggested these reservations: (1) — U.S. consular 
officers in Russia should have the “same right to fress expres¬ 
sion” as a Soviet consul in the United States; and (2) — the 
treaty should not take effect until the President advises Con¬ 
gress that there is “no longer a need for U.S. forces in Viet¬ 
nam.” 

MOON LANDING CRAFT DELIVERY DELAYED 

PROBLEMS IN DEVELOPING a new spacecraft and the 
threat of design changes resulting from the Apollo 1 fire will 
push delivery of the Space Agency's first moon landing craft 
past its deadline, it was learned yesterday. 

The result, informed sources said, could be that the craft 
will make its maiden flight sometime this summer instead 
of this spring as engineers had hoped.

VOLPE ASKS FOR PANEL TO DRAFT MASTER TAX PLAN 

GOVERNOR VOLPE yesterday called on the legislature 
to avoid day-to-day tax decisions through a master plan. 

In a special message to both houses. Volpe said, a master 
tax plan for the decade ahead "is an imperative need. We 
must know where tomorrow’s revenue will come from to meet 
tomorrow's needs.” 

The governor proposed creation of a 16-member special 
commission to project revenue collections and needs. The 
commission would report its findings by next February. 

MBTA DOESN’T EXPECT ’PHONY' CRASH CLAIMS 

A SPOKESMAN for the Massachusetts Bay Transporta¬ 
tion Authority MBTA says injury claims "probably will ht 
costly” but the authority does not expect a rash of phony 
claims to be filed as a result of the crash of two rapid transit 
trains in Charlestown during the storm Tuesday. An esti¬ 
mated 145 persons were treated at hospitals for injuries. 

The spokesman said the MBTA believes that every claim 
made against it "would be made in good faith.” The MBTA 
does not carry insurance, preferring to save premium costs 
while paying claims from its own funds. 

APPEALS COURT SPURNS YOUTH’S DRAFT PLEA 

THE U.S. COURT of Appeals in Boston has dismissed an 
appeal by David B. Wood of Watertown who was sentenced 
to a three-year term for failing to submit to the draft. 

Wood’s attorney, Henry M. Holzer of New York, claimed 
the government had no right to draft anyone. But Judge 
Bailey Aldrich, speaking for the three-judge court, said. "The 
claim that no person owes any other person any duty what¬ 
soever, except not to harm him, has no basis in law or philos¬ 
ophy.” 

WORCESTER POLICE CLAIM CAR-THEFT RING BROKEN 

WORCESTER POLICE say they have broken up a New 
England-wide car theft ring with the arrest of five men from 
the Worcester area. Further arrests were expected and state 
police had joined the investigation, the officials reveal. 

The ring had stolen some 250 cars in the six-state region, 
investigators said, including about 50 in Worcester.

Ratification

Nurses' Pay 

Ratification of a wage settle¬ 
ment between 18 public health 
nurses and the city, reached 
at a marathon five-hour con¬ 
ciliation session, is expected 
next week at the Board of 
Aldermen's budget hearing. 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
and the Massachusetts 
Nurses Assoe. announced 
that, as of May 1. the pay 
scale for the Newton nurses 
will range from $5750 to 
$6*00 per year. The current 
pay is from S5115 to S6015 
after five years. 

In addition, the wages for 
assistant supervisors will be 
from $6915 to $8020, and the 
scale for supervisors will 
range from $7595 to $8805 a 
year.

Residence Issue Overlooked 
In Row Over Ousting Powell 

A number of experts on constitutional law have 
raised a question as to whether the members of Con¬ 
gress committed a legal blund^ in following the pro¬ 
cedure they did in voting to exclude Adam Clayton 
Powell from the national House. 

The legal sharps do not dispute the justification of 
giving Powell the heave-ho. What they do challenge 
is whether it was done in a legal manner which will 
stand up in court. 

Ironically, they think Powell could have been ex¬ 
pelled from Congress on the strictly constitutional 
ground that he no longer is a legal resident of New 
York State because he has carefully remained away 
from the state to avoid arrest in connection with a 
defamation suit. 

Of course, the members of Congress who 
spearheaded the move to oust Powell did not want

The city's snow-battling 

forces moved against the 
storm at 7 p.m. when Street 
Commr. Edmund Bolduc segt 
22 sanders into action. By 1 
a m. Tuesday 83 pieces of 
equipment, mostly plows, 
were put into service. By 9 
a m., Bolduc had doubled the 
number of pieces with 167 
plows and sanders on the job. 

Schools were closed 
throughout the city, which 
didn't bother the kids any. 
Some business establishments 
closed also and where they 
-didn’t, absenteeism and tardi¬ 
ness soared. 

Perhaps the worst driving 
conditions were early in the 
day Tuesday when commuters 
were attempting to get to 
their jobs.

Editorial 


First? Correct Inequities 

Gov. Volpe has asked the Legislature to make 
the limited, three per cent sales tax permanent. 

Any lapse of sales tax revenues, the Governor 
warned,' would result in "grave consequences to 
our cities and towns, to the tax rate furden on 
homeowners and rent-payers and to finance the 
educational expansion which is so vital a necessity 
for our children.” 

In a special message he emphasized that last 
November voters of the Commonwealth "decisively 
expressed their approval of the limited sales tax 
as the most equitable means of raising the new 
revenue needed. 

“It is now incumbent upon this legislative ses¬ 
sion to act in accordance with the expressed man¬ 
date of the people by making permanent the limited 
sales tax they so decisively approved.” 

We agree that the limited, three per cent sales 
tax be made permanent. We agree it is the most 
equitable means of raising taxes for the operation 
of the state. Of course, we know there are a few 
inequities in the tax as it is presently constructed. 
One example, for instance, is the private sale of 
an old automobile for $50. The book value of the 
car may be $500 and, even though the purchase 
price was only a tenth of that, under the law the 
tax must be collected on the book value. 

We feel that this and other unfair interpreta¬ 
tions of the sales tax law should be corrected. We 
hope that before the General Court makes the 
sales tax permanent it will take a long, non-parti¬ 
san look at the tax law and its provisions and 
straighten it out to the satisfaction of all. 

We also urge that legislators provide a safe¬ 
guard to prevent the tax from being arbitrarily in¬ 
creased to four or five per cent or more. We sug¬ 
gest any hike in the rate be approved by all the 
citizens of the Commonwealth on a referendum. 

We hope legislators act on this proposal with 
the same promptness and dispatch displayed when 
they gave themselves a pay raise. 

What Price Sincerity? 

Sen. Robert F. Kennedy of New York has 
called on the United States to “test the sincerity” 
of statements made by Soviet Premier Kosygin 
and U.S.S.R. President Podgomy that peace talks 
would follow the suspension of U.S. bombing in 
North Vietnam. 

Strangely, Sen. Kennedy’s proposal was made 
almost in conjunction with a somewhat similar 
idea expounded by Walter Lippman. Both the junior 
Senator from New York and the senior pundit from 
Maine place the initiative for the moves necessary 
for beginning peace talks squarely on the United 
States. 

Both men apparently place a lot of credence 
in the statements made by Kosygin and Podgorny, 
and that is just what they were — statements. 
Neither of the Soviet leaders went any further 
than that, at least, as far as we know now. 

We do not feel that a "test of sincerity” should 
be made at the expense of American lives lost be¬ 
cause of the arms, ammunition and soldiers shipped 
from North to South Vietnam while U.S. bombing 
is suspended. The United States has twice halted 
bombing in the North and each time Communist 
military leaders have taken advantage of the hiatus 
to supply and reinforce their troops in the South. 

We feel, as does Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
that there should be demonstrated "military reci¬ 
procity” by the forces of Ho Chi Minh if we put the 
Communists to a "test of sincerity.” 

We also feel that if the North Vietnamese 
want peace they certainly know how to get it. With¬ 
in the week, U Thant, secretary general of the 
United Nations, talked with representatives of Ha¬ 
noi in Rangoon, Burma. He came back to the Unit¬ 
ed States decidedly pessimistic about the chances 
of peace in Vietnam. 

So, until Ho Chi Minh and his Communist 
backers really decide they want "peace'' — in its 
true connotation — we agree with President John¬ 
son in rejecting flatly Sen. Robert Kennedy’s sug- 
estion of a bombing pause over North Vietnam as 
a "test of sincerity.”

year for themselves, under 
faculty supervision. 

He said that the tutorial 
program wich has existed “on 
the books” at Harvard Uni¬ 
versity for some time, is be¬ 
ginning to work along these 
lines, so as to permit students 
to satisfy their educational 
needs, of which they have a 
much better idea than the 
older generation, Monro con¬ 
tended. 

"I feel a double pleasure 
to be with you today,” Dean 
Monro said. "First, it is an 
honor indeed for me to rep- 
sent the oldest college In 
the country, as Its Dean of 
Men, at this wonderful oc- 
rasiun of one of our newest 
and most energetic neigh¬ 
bors, a college for women. 

"Second, Mrs. Monro and 
I are the parents of two 
daughters, both now grown 
up and through college and 
on their way. I think perhaps 
the happiest days in our fami¬ 
ly's life were the days we 
spent together with our 
daughters at their parents’ 
days at college. I congratu¬ 
late you on a wonderful occa¬ 
sion, and I want you to know 
how pleased we are to share 
in your happiness this day. 

"Tile opening of a fine new 
college library is an occasion 
for rejoicing, and also for a 
good hard look at where v.e 
stand now in college educa¬ 
tion and where we will go and 
want to be going in the years 
ahead. 

"Such an approach is par¬ 
ticularly important as we 
think about a great new li¬ 
brary like this one, which 
has a capacity for 200,000 
hooks but right now has on¬ 
ly 60,000 hooks to lie put in 
the shelves. It is a fortu¬ 
nate and inviting situation. 

"Wliat sorts of books will 
the next 140,000 books in 
the Kenny-Cottle library be? 
How will they all be chosen? 
For what educational goals?” 

“The way these questions 
finally come to be answered 
will spell out the kind of col¬ 
lege Newton is to be, the kind 
of education it will be giving 
to its students, the kind of 
women it will be sending out 
into the world. 

“My subject today is "The 
College and the New Stu¬ 
dent.” And my main point be 
that I believe that this col¬ 
lege and all our colleges, will 
be the stronger, and our edu¬ 
cational effort will be the 
more meaningful in the years 
immediately ahead, if our 
student communities are giv¬ 
en a larger responsibility in 
describing what courses 
should be taught, what cours¬ 
es or programs of instruction 
would be most meaningful to 
them in their time, and as a 
corolary, what back-up books 
should be bought for the li¬ 
brary. 

"Now, I wish to take pains 
not to be misunderstood. I 
am not recommending that 
the curriculum be turned 
over to undergraduates, or 
that undergraduates become 
responsible for deciding all 
book purchases. What I am 
suggesting is that we seem to 
have reached a point in his¬ 
tory and in the relationship 
between the older and the 
younger generations, between 
faculty and students, when 
we in the college faculties 
will greatly strengthen our 
educational offering if we in¬ 
creasingly ask our students 
what courses would be more 
meaningful to them, and in¬ 
creasingly involve them in 
decisions about what is to be 
taught, and how it should be 
taught. 

Monro backed his posi¬ 
tion by quoting the late Al¬ 
fred North Whitehead, re¬ 
nowned Harvard philosoph¬ 
er, who maintained that 
ours is the first period in 
history when parents live in 
one world, in one set of con¬ 
ditioning ideas, and their 
children live in a quite dif¬ 
ferent world. 

"Nowadays my undergrad¬ 
uates were all born after 
World War II. They just 
don't believe at all in Depres¬ 
sion. They take moonflighti 


and television for granted, 
and despite what they see and 
hear they find it difficult to 
believe in war,” Monro con¬ 
tinued. 

"If young men have 
changed so much, I do not 
have to tell this audience of 
parents, that young women 
have changed even more. As 
an instance relevant to our 
discussion here today, I think 
of the thousands of young 
women each year who take 
them selves into difficult, 
sometimes dangerous, situa¬ 
tions in the Peace Corps, or 
into Civil Rights work, or 
work in our urban slums, 
and do good and incredible 
things, meanwhile learning 
. . . meanwhile learning. 

"Girls are doing things 
out in the world that at their 
age would have scared their’ 
mothers out of their wits. 

1 suppose what girls do 
nowadays scares their 
mothers out of their wits 
right now. 

Take just one small Rad- 
cliffe-Harvard project, spon¬ 
sored by the students, they 
call it "Education for Ac¬ 
tion.” Last summer Educa¬ 
tion for Action had 11 sopho¬ 
more men and women out in 
the preliminary, experiment¬ 
al phase of a program de¬ 
signed to tie their college ed¬ 
ucations more meaningfully 
to social welfare projects 
here and abroad. Seven of 
the students on projects were 
girls: three were working in 
Ethiopia, two of them in 
schools, one in a mental hos¬ 
pital; two girls helped set up 
a youth program in a Vene¬ 
zuela town, one set up a sum¬ 
mer camp, and another 
helped a Peace Corps volun 
teer. 

’’This winter the young 
people are back at Cam¬ 
bridge selecting courses, 
organizing seminars, devel¬ 
oping independent study 
programs, all to capitalize 
on their experience in the 
field and prepare for more. 
This coming summer they 
have in mind further active 
programs in Brazil, Chile, 
and Central America. As 
part of the requirement 
they must learn either 
Spanish or Portuguese. 

"I suggest this sort of col¬ 
lege effort is significantly dif¬ 
ferent from what my genera¬ 
tion went through. 

"Yet, as educators, it is our 
responsibility to try to help 
our young people get ready 
for effective work in their 
strange, new world. 

"We older people have sim¬ 
ply got to find a way of re¬ 
shaping our present day col¬ 
lege programs so they will 
serve the purpose of our 
young people in the strange 
new world of the last third 
of the 20th century. 

"How can we set about 
such a major readjustment? 
I don’t believe I am overstat¬ 
ing the case. College courses 
and programs of study are 
to a large extent very con¬ 
servative reflections of the 
past, of long past theories of 
education, of the long past 
preparations and interests of 
the teachers. 

"Is it possible to adapt 
the offerings of a tradition¬ 
al college like Newton or 
like Harvard, to the shock¬ 
ing changes in the world, 
and to the proper demands 
and urgent needs of our 
new bred of students? 

‘‘I believe it is possible, 
and to indicate a way to go 
about it, I want to return once 
again to Professor Whitehead, 
this time to his fine little 
book, “The Aims of Educa¬ 
tion.' Whitehead says: 'The 
justification for a university 
is that it preserves the con¬ 
nection between knowledge 
and the zest for life, by unit¬ 
ing the young and the old in 
the imaginative consideration 
of learning. The university 
imparts information, but im¬ 
parts it imaginatively. At 
least, this is the function 
which it should perform for 
society. A university which 
fails in this respect has no 
reason for existence. This at¬ 
mosphere of excitement, aris¬ 
ing from imaginative consid¬ 
eration. transforms knowl¬ 
edge. Youth is imaginative, 
and if the imagination be 
strengthened b y discipline 
this energy of imagination 
can in great measure be 
preserved through life. The 
tragedy of the world is that 
those who are imaginative 
have but slight experience, 
and those who are experi¬ 
enced have feeble imagina¬ 
tions. Fools act on imagina¬ 
tion without knowledge: pe¬ 
dants act on knowledge with¬ 
out imagination. The task of 
a university is to weld togeth¬ 
er imagination and experi¬ 
ence.’ Whitehead tells us. 

"I want to move on now 
to consider with you what 
simple practical, workable 
ways there may be for us 
to accomplish in our day-to- 
day college work the gen¬ 
eral ideas propounded by 
Professor Whitehead. 

"My first notion is that 
most colleges would accom¬ 
plish a great deal if we could 
only revise our ideas of how 
to teach freshmen. I have 
come to see the freshman 
year, when the student 
makes one of the great transi¬ 
tions of his young life, as a 
time when we in college 
should make perhaps our 
greatest effort to introduce 
him personally and directly 
with a faculty member. 


“Now there are all sorts of 
good intentions, and earnest 
reasons, not to mention cen¬ 
turies of educational habit, 
behind our planning for fresh¬ 
men. But our normal curricu¬ 
lum for freshmen is, in a 
word, wrong. Knowledge just 
does not come to us in tidy, 
well - rehearsed, 50 - minute 
bundles, or in 30-page assign¬ 
ments in well-organized text¬ 
books. As we all know, real 
knowledge, the truth about 
anything, is the result of hours 
and hours of hard work over 
stubborn data. Getting at the 
truth is terribly hard work, 
often .dangerous work. Yet, 
getting at the truth is the 
most urgent thing a man or 
woman does, whatever he 
does. 

“My suggestion is that, 

in a college, each faculty 

member should he respon¬ 
sible for leading a seminar 

of eight to 10 freshmen. The 

topic of the seminar rould 

depend on a number of 

things. 

"I would suggest that such 
seminars would for freshmen 
count for a full college course 
credit toward the degree, and 
that it not be graded. 

“Now, if this proposal 
seems to anyone to be too 
radical an idea, or too expen¬ 
sive in faculty time, I would 
beg to ask — What is it worth 
to us to bring to freshmen a 
real, vivid sense of what in¬ 
tellectual work is like, rather 
than a false sense? What is it 
worth to give the freshmen 
a sense of being, not a mem¬ 
ber of a category, but a par¬ 
ticipant with the faculty in a 
mutually shared and under¬ 
stood intellectual process? 

“Such a freshman adven¬ 
ture would not be possible 
without a large library, alert¬ 
ly staffed, ready to support 
scores of independent semi¬ 
nar study efforts. I suggest 
that your new library opens 
up the possibility of such a 
program at Newton. 

"Further along in college, 
after freshman year, I see 
two important possibilities. 

“First, as a general propo¬ 
sition, I think any college will 
profit greatly if it will set up, 
department by department, 
small audit committees of 
able and concerned undergrad¬ 
uates to be responsible for 
keeping an eye on what is 
taught, and how well, and for 
communicating to the presi¬ 
dent, the dean, and the de¬ 
partment chairman, sugges¬ 
tions for improvement. 

“My second notion about 
upperclassmen could be ex¬ 
emplified by suggesting that 
in each of the sophomore, 
junior, and senior years, ev¬ 
ery student be given the op¬ 
portunity to design one full 
course of study for himself 
that is not to be found in the 
catalogue, and to pursue his 
course for credit, but not with 
any grade attached, under the 
tutorial supervision of a fa¬ 
culty member. 

“The safeguard in this pro- 
posal against a way-out fri¬ 
volous program, would be 
that the individual plan would 
have to be approved by some¬ 
one in authority, certainly by 
the faculty member supervis¬ 
ing the work. 

“Such a possibility for up- 
perclass independent study 
exists in my college. Indeed 
we have had it there on the 
books, in a dormant state, for 
a number of years. But now 
our students and faculty are 
starting to discover the de¬ 
vice and use it, and the re¬ 
sults are heartening to see. 

“For example, our student 
social service center, Phillips 
Brooks House, has its own 
Peace Corps effort. Each year 
it sends a dozen or 15 under¬ 
graduate men and women to 
East Africa, to Tanzania, to 
teach in schools and work in 
refugee camps. This spring it 
occured to those students to 
try to organize a course, with 
faculty help, to accomplish 
their purpose. And they have 
done so. under the heading of 
independent study. They have 
talked a full professor into 
running the course, and he 
has rounded up other people 
to talk to them, and prepare 
reading lists, on the history, 
religions, people, economics, 
cultural life, and educational 
prolems of Tanzania. Over 20 
students are enrolled, and a 
number of other students 
have joined up who are not 
part of the overseas project. 
Just interested. 

“Now, I think of this as an 
exciting development. Here is 
a course the students want, 
and have designed. We can 
all be sure more real learn¬ 
ing will go on in such a 
course, for students and facul¬ 
ty alike, than in any formal 
course in the catalogue list¬ 
ing. 

“I am sure it is perfectly 
clear to you that I have tak¬ 
en the occasion of the dedi¬ 
cation of this fine new library 
to speak of the adaptations 
we should be making in the 
years ahead, to shape our 
courses and course programs 
to the keen interests and the 
brand new world of an ex¬ 
traordinary generation of new 
students. 

I suggest that the Kenny- 
Cottle Library, with its invit¬ 
ing areas for study and dis¬ 
cussion, and its room for 140,- 
000 books yet to come, will be 
a key element in the chang¬ 
ing program of Newton Col¬ 
lege in the challenging years 
ahead,” Dean Monro conclud¬ 
ed.

A dopted K iddies 

Rep. Irving Fishman of 
Newton went on record this 
week as favoring two bills to 
aid adopted children.

Street Widening Project 
Approved By Aldermen

Although there was some 
opposition from residents, the 
Newton Board of Aldermen 
approved a $40,500 appropria¬ 
tion request Monday night to 
relocate, .'alter and widen 
Brookline St.. Newton Centre, 
from Dedham st. northeasterly 
to Baldpate Hill. 

The request was from Pub¬ 
lic Works Director Willard S. 
Pratt and is a Chapter 90 
project for which the state 
will pay half the cost and the 
city and county one-fourth 
each. 

The street now varies in 
width and the project will 
widen it to 50-feet with a 
gravel sidewalk to provide 
safety for school children. 

The Oak Hill District Im¬ 
provement Assoc, and the 
Spaulding School PTA were 
recorded in favor of the pro¬ 
ject. 

Charles T. Shapiro, of 182 
Brookline st., spoke in op¬ 
position and presented a peti¬ 
tion signed by 20 objectors. 
However, when Aldermanic 
President Wendell R. Bauck- 
man asked for a show of 
hands, eight property owners 
indicated favor and 11 opposi¬ 
tion. 

Also given unanimous ap¬ 
proval by the Board was the 
recommendation of the New¬ 
ton Taxi Assoc, for raises if 
fare rates. 

Under the approved, revised 
ordinances, the charge for one 
passenger with ordinary bag¬ 
gage, weight not exceeding 
100 pounds, shall not exceed 
50 cents for 3/16th of a mile 
or less plus 10 cents for each 
additional one-sixth of a mile 
or fraction thereof. 

Waiting time shall include 
all time during which the 
vehicle is not in motion after 
its arrival at the place to 
which it has been called. No 
charge shall be made for the 
first 10 minutes of waiting 
time A charge seven cents per 
minute may be made for time 
between premature arrival in 
response to a call and the 
time for which the vehicle 
was ordered, or for time lost 
through inefficiency of the 
vehicle or its driver or for 
delays incident to traffic.

Paper For Tufts Assembly

A Boston newspaperwoman 
claims that "public welfare in 
Massachusetts is so interde¬ 
pendent that neither client nor 
observer can make sense out 
of it." 

"It is a patchwork of oper¬ 
ating procedures financed by 
Federal, state, and local 
funds, with a separate, paral¬ 
lel setup for veterans,” writes 
Jean P. Dietz, social science 
reporter for the Boston Globe, 
in a background paper for 
the Tufts Assembly on Mas¬ 
sachusetts Government. The 
Assembly, whose 1967 theme 
is public welfare, will be held 
Mar. 2122 on the Tufts 
campus in Medford. 

Mrs. Dietz, whose home is 
at 93 Hancock Ave., Newton 
Centre, writes that "public 
welfare is interdependent 
with a host of other state 
agencies, including public 
health, mental health, rehabili¬ 
tation; with a host of private 
agencies far dearer to the 
hearts of the middle-class 
community than public wel¬ 
fare; and finally with an anti¬ 
quated civil serveie structure 
and the fascinating politics 
of each community in the 
state.” 

She contends that the fault 
in the Massachusetts welfare 
system lies "in the mishmash 
of local, state, and Federal 
laws rather than with recipi¬ 
ents or workers." 

Mrs. Dietz’s area of special¬ 
ization the past five years 
has been social legislation. 

"In the public welfare sys¬ 
tem,” she says, "no evidence 
of scandal has been reported. 
What has happened is that a 
great many very serious citi¬ 
zens, as concerned about their 
taxes as any other citizens, 
but also concerned about hu¬ 
man needs at home, have 
started to look at the present 
system. 

"In essence, they have 
found, vast sums of money 
are being spent on a system

which actually perpetuates 
the problems of poverty. 
What is so hard to get across 
is that the money that so 
often goes down the drain is 
swept away quite within the 
law. By now, it has become 
apparent that it is the law 
that needs changing.” 

The welfare reorganization 
bill filed this year proposes 
that 50 community service 
centers be established 
throughout Massachusetts to 
replace the 270 local public 
welfare offices, where, Mrs. 
Dietz observes, “the local 
ward boss often reigns su¬ 
preme. The local welfare 
worker, or whoever controls 
him (frequently a town wheel 
apart from the welfare de¬ 
partment), is often the final 
arbiter in individual cases. 
Somewhere along the ragged 
line of authority, the person 
in need of help gets lost.” 

Mrs. Dietz, a graduate of 
Wellesley College, looks hope¬ 
fully to the future. "The new 
alliance of academic interest 
at the top," she says, “and 
enlightened self interest at 
the cilent level means, at 
least, that an era of smug 
self-satisfaction has ended 
and the battle for improve¬ 
ment has begun." 

The ninth annual Assembly 
is sponsored by the Lincoln 
Filene Center for Citizenship 
and Public Affairs at Tufts, 
and is under the direction of 
Dr. Bradbury Scasholes, Tufts 
assistant professor of political 
science.

DONOVAN HAT TRICK 


Showing the way for Fran 
cis (Sarge) Kinlin's charges 
was senior first liner Char¬ 
ley Donovan, who scored the 
final Tiger three goals to put 
the game out of reach. 

The Burlington sextet was 
champion of the Merrimac 
Valley League and sported a 
13-1-1 mark as compared to 
Newton's 9-2-3 record for a 
second place finish behind 
powerhouse Arlington in the 
Greater Boston League. 

Other goal scorers for the 
winners were Bob Cotter and 
Don Gallagher. Co-Captain 
Steve Toomey aided in the 
winning effort by bagging 
three assists while Jack Droz 
had a pair. 

In the first frame, the Ti¬ 
gers went right to the attack 
but were met by a fine goal¬ 
ie in Captain Don Blair of 
Burlington, who turned aside 
10 Newton shots in the first 
frame and had 24 stops for 
the night. 

In the early minutes of the 
first canto Bruce Huntley 
came in from his right-wing 
spot and had an open shot, 
but missed the far corner.

The Newton PTA Council 
has declared itself against a 
shift to election of School 
Committee members by 
wards. At present School 
Committee members are 
elected at large, although one 
of the eight School Board

be appropriate to appoint a 
study committee that would 
be objective, that would rep¬ 
resent many different points 
of view. 

“The committee consisted 

of five or more persons in 
favor of a single session, as 
well as others against a school 
lunch program and a great 
many with no feelings one 
way or the other”, he de¬ 
clared. 

“It's obvious that no sub¬ 
committee can make a de¬ 
cision on a problem like 
this," Berman observed. It 
is the school committee 
which must make the deci¬ 
sion. 

“There have been some re¬ 
ports of difficulties in commu- 


ed. ‘‘We did try to consider 
the diverse individual condi¬ 
tions of parents and teachers 
and in the first place the 
magnitude of the problem. 

“To determine this we sent 
out a questionnaire to 5000 
parents. About 61 per cent 
responded. Those who know 
anything about mailed sur¬ 
veys realize that that is a 
pretty good response. People 
care, thank God,” Knowles 
observed. 

Knowles explained that to 

get at the reasons behind 
people’s attitudes on the 
school session, he had invited 
written comments on the back 
of the questionnaire. 

Those who expressed opin¬ 
ions Monday night favoring a 
single session based their ar¬ 
guments largely on the needs 
of working mothers. "There 


figures for a city-wide, 
day-a-week lunch period ex¬ 
ceed the school supply budget 
and for three days a week are 
almost the same. How can we 
spend so much for something 
that is not necessary?” 

A parent, however, pointed 
out that the $250,000 which 
had been mentioned as the 
cost of an elementary school 
lunch program, was geared 
to a five-day week, so that a 
three day school lunch pro¬ 
gram for the entire system 
should cost only $150,000. 

School business services di¬ 
rector John E. Gilleland in¬ 
dicated that one of the rea¬ 
sons the lunch program had 
been recommended on a lim¬ 
ited, experimental basis was 
to determine how much it 
would actually cost. 

Some parents seemed to 
think that the teachers were 
the only beneficiaries of the 
existing split schedule. “The 


replied: “I’m sorry you think 
Tuesday and Thursday after¬ 
noons are for our conven¬ 
ience. We felt we were doing 
something for your children. 

"The opinions of teachers in 
other systems was unani¬ 
mous”, Mrs. Everett report¬ 
ed. “We work our teachers 
too hard. We expect them to 
attend conferences with the 
teachers and with the parents. 
In Needham, the teachers do 
not have lunch duty all the 
time. And one principal was 
plaintive about teachers not 


being able to participate in 
after-school meetings.” 

A male teacher declared: 
“I speak as one teacher. 
When we were polled, it was 
indicated that we should an¬ 
swer in the vein of what was 
educationally best. I person¬ 
ally feel that a single session 
would offer me more free 
time.” 

"As a teacher in Newton, 
I feel that flexibility is healthy 
for the child.

“Growing up in Newton” is 
the topic for a panel discus¬ 
sion at Countryside School, 
March 15 at 8:00 p.m. during 
the second general meeting of 
the Parent-Teacher's Associa¬ 
tion. Judge Julian Yesley, of 
the Newton District Court; 
Dr. Sylvia Krakow, a Newton 
social worker; Miss Ri'a 
Cushing, a Newton teacher; 
Dr. Haskell Cohen, a re¬ 
search psychologist; and Dr. 
Phillip Nogee, a Newton par¬ 
ent, "will explore with the 
audience what children must 
contend with during the days 
of growth from elementary 
through high school in New¬ 
ton,” according to Bernard 
Shulman. moderator. 

Mr. Shulman reports that 
the panel will examine ques¬ 
tions from the audience on 
social adjustment, peer group 
competition, social interac¬ 
tion, and proper parental su¬ 
pervision, and will take a 
good hard look at the value 
system the children present 
to us.

For that reason and because 
of reluctance to take private 
homes it was rejected. 

Site four would have lo¬ 
cated the school across 
from the playground and 
carved out a tract from 
land owned by the Fessen¬ 
den School as well as two 
private homes and two va¬ 
cant parcels of land. School 
officials were again reluc¬ 
tant to suggest taking pri¬ 
vate homes and particular¬ 
ly unhappy at the idea of 
taking land from another 
educational institution. 

The site recommended was 
close to the third site, but lo¬ 
cated to the south of it. No 
homes were to be taken al-. 
though as in the case of sites 
one, two and three, two va¬ 
cant parcels of land would be 
taken to obtain access from a 
continuation of Minot place. 

This land would use about 
3-acres of an 8-acre tract 
which was sold to the City of 
Newton in 1959 by the Avery 
Estate and which was not 
supposed to be built upon. 

Mayor Basbas report¬ 
ed that the heirs to the 
Avery Estate seemed fa¬ 
vorably disposed to permit 
the change in their agree¬ 
ment with the City of New¬ 
ton. and stressed that the 
wooded area on the old es¬ 
tate would be left in a com¬ 
pletely natural state. 

The site chosen will have 
easy pedestrian access as 
well as vehicular access, 
once Minot Place is extend¬ 
ed. It is not, however, on an 
important thoroughfare. It is 
convenient to the Albemarle 
Playground facilities. 

..The site committee report 
also states that the recom¬ 
mended location has “verti¬ 
cal mobility,” that is to say, 
it is a lot on which expansion 
will be up rather than by the 
more expensive addition of 
new surface buildings.

11 Asks Support 
Of School Bills 

Local Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives were asked this 
week to lend their support to 
a bill in the House which pro¬ 
vides for state reimburse¬ 
ment to cities and towns for 
| maintaining city-operated ju¬ 
nior colleges without chang¬ 
ing their methods of opera¬ 
tion. 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
said House Bill 1045, which 
was unanimously approved 
by the Board of Aldermen, 
would allow Newton to keep 
its junior college under muni¬ 
cipal control, but financed in 
some manner by state funds. 

He feels that other com¬ 
munities serviced by com¬ 
munity colleges reap the 
benefit of state aid. and the 
U I junior colleges should, too. 

; There are only a handful of 

I junior colleges, throughout 
3 I the state. Mayor Basbas said, 
| which if they were non- 

II existent, would have to be re¬ 
placed by community col¬ 
leges at a greater expense. 

He pointed out. however, 
that the crux of HB 1045 is 
not the money, but whether 
the state or the city will run 
the junior college if the money 
is ever forthcoming. 

Another bill the Mayor is 
interested in having area 
representatives on Beacon 
Hill support is HB 1041 which 
allows for financial assist¬ 
ance from the state to cities 
and towns in the reconstruc¬ 
tion and rehabilitation of 
school buildings. 

The second bill would not 
necessarily affect Newton 
but would be a boon to some 
of the smaller communities 
throughout the state that find 
it economically impossible to 
build new schools. 

Presently, the School Build¬ 
ing Assistance Commission 
pays up to 40 per cent of all 
new school building construc¬ 
tion to cities and towns, but 
no assistance is given to com¬ 
munities that rehabilitate and 
modernize existing schools. 

The Mayor pointed out the 
state would also save money 
since the complete cost of re¬ 
habilitation would be less 
than 25 per cent of the cost 
of building a new school.

First Ford Grant Check

A check for $24,283 has been 
received by the Newton 
School Department from the 
Ford Foundation, it was an¬ 
nounced this week by Stanley 
Russell, assistant to the su¬ 
perintendent of Newton 
Schools. 

The check is the first in¬ 
stallment of a $272,000 grant 
which will be used during the 
next 20 months to support 
programs of school improve¬ 
ment. 

In announcing the receipt of 
the first part of the Ford 
Foundation's grant, Russell 
explained: "This money will 
be used to invest in the time 
and talents of people rather 
than for materials, equip¬ 
ment, or physical facilities. 
As in the past, consultants 
Willbe involved from time to 
time to advise and assist 
members of the Newton staff 
who will be carrying major 
responsibilities.” 

Superintendent of Schools 
Charles E. Brown, in thanking 
the Ford Foundation for the 
subsidy remarked: “The ma¬ 
jor share of the credit for this 
honor goes to the many mem¬ 
bers of our staff who have 
worked long and hard in de¬ 
veloping and implementing 


plans which would improve 
the educational program in 
Newton, and which we believe 
has had and will continue to 
have value to other com¬ 
munities as well.” 

The announced purposes of 
the grant include curriculum 
development, new instru¬ 
ments and materials for 
learning, design of spaces for 
learning and staff for the pro¬ 
grams set up. 

The grant was made in res¬ 
ponse to a proposal submit¬ 
ted by the Newton School 
Committee and is in many 
ways a direct result of an 
earlier grant of $ 266,000 which 
the Ford Foundation made 
for similar purposes in the 
period 1962-65. 

School officials explained 
that the first grant helped 
Newton schools to develop 
curriculum materials in sev¬ 
eral areas, including social 
studies, science, reading, and 
technical drawing. In addi¬ 
tion, new school organiza¬ 
tion patterns were developed 
at the Hamilton and Horace 
Mann Elementary Schools, 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School, and Newton South 
High School.

Mayor Calls 
For Interest 
In Government 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas, 
addressing the students of 
Newton Junior College re¬ 
cently, called for the Federal 
government to initiate a tax¬ 
sharing plan with municipali¬ 
ties and states. 

He urged that any funds 
distributed under such a plan 
should be without strings, 
suggesting that the individ¬ 
ual city often knew better 
than the Federal agencies 
just what was needed. 

The Mayor, speaking to 
nearly 200 students and fa¬ 
culty of the Junior College, 
also called for citizens to as¬ 
sume their responsibilities in 
the community. 

"If any community is to 
survive,” he said, "each citi¬ 
zen must assume responsibil¬ 
ity. We cannot afford to let 
the future go by default.” 

Mayor Basbas also rapped 
some of his critics, saying 
that people had asked him 
why there was not more long 
range planning being done. 

"We are planning,” he said. 
"We like lofty thoughts. But 
we also have to attend to 
housekeeping: fire and police 
protection, education, and 
sanitation.” 

The Mayor remarked that 
many people now feel that 
cities and towns in the Com¬ 
monwealth are autonomous, 
because of recent legislation. 

In fact, he said, this is not 
entirely so. He cited a recent 
billboard controversy in Au- 
burndale, which was resolved 
by the state in favor of the 
billboard, and contrary to the 
desires of the city adminis¬ 
tration. 

In response to questions 
from students. Mayor Basbas 
stated that present plans call 
for work to begin on Newton 
High School in 1969, 1970, and 
1971. 

He said that "the school 
committee and the school ad¬ 
ministration are presently 
planning with those dates in 
mind. In response to another 
question, spoke briefly about 
the proposed over-the-tum- 
pike construction at Newton 
Corner.

Rep. Theodore D. Mann of 
Newton has filed a bill to cor¬ 
rect what he considers unfair 
treatment of citizens, who are 
65 years old or over, by a 
State tax on unearned in¬ 
come. Mann's bill essentially 
creates a $10,000 exemption 
for unearned income of per¬ 
sons of retirement age. 

At present all unearned in¬ 
come in Massachusetts is sub¬ 
ject to a 7.38 percent tax, 
while earned income is only 
taxable after a sizeable de¬ 
duction is made and then at 
the rate of 3.18 percent. 

"The great majority of 
these citizens are retired from 
gainful employment,” Rep. 
Mann noted, "have no earn¬ 
ed income and are dependent 
on Social Security supple¬ 
mented by relatively small 
unearned income resulting 
from savings prudently made 
during their working years. 

"The present high tax of 
7.38 percent on this income, 
in addition to the Federal tax, 
places considerable hardship 
on this age group at the time 
of life when they should be 
free to enjoy their final years 
without undue financial wor¬ 


ries,” the Newton Republican 
contended. 

"The self-sustaining citizen 
who plans for his retirement 
years merits public thanks 
and encourage ment and 
should not be penalized with 
an unjust tax of this nature,” 
he continued. 

"The primary purpose of 
the higher rate tax on unearn¬ 
ed income is to collect from 
large and usually inherited in¬ 
come. Certainly the thousands 
of retired citizens beyond age 
65 are not in this class and 
should not be subjected to this 
kind of treatment, particular¬ 
ly since such income as they 
may have at this age is most 
commonly of the unearned 
class,” Mann stressed. 

He made his remarks at a 
meeting with officials of the 
Retired Men's Clubs at the 
State House. His bill will be 
given a hearing before the 
Committee on Taxation on 
next Monday, March 13, It 
would not affect the present 
tax requirements on persons 
up to age 65 or on any income 
e x c e e d ing the exemption 
stated in the bill.

I program will try to let young¬ 
sters of varying interests and 
[abilities find something of 
genuine worth to them in pre¬ 
paring for their future. 

The present Technical 
High School will become an 
integral part of Newton 
High School by 1970, and all 
facilities of the Technical 
High School will he avail¬ 
able to all students, both 
i male and female. 

Patterns assures: "This is 
not to suggest that we will 
! take any less interest in the 
college-bound, but rather that 
we feel that our program for 
the so-called terminal student 
is no longer adequate to meet 
his needs.” 

Flexibility will be a watch¬ 
word of the new program. 


Students will move through 
school, not in fixed patterns, 
but in accordance with their 
individual needs and objec¬ 
tives. 

Most students will con¬ 
tinue to spend three years 
in the high school, but there 
will not be fixed regulations 
on this and students will be 
able to go through the high 
school at their own pace. 

31 any students will be in¬ 
volved in work study pro¬ 
grams. 

The summer school will be 
part of the regular program 
and it is anticipated that a 
higher percentage of students 
will study during the summer, 
although it has been stressed 
that this will not be compul¬ 
sory. 

The year will be divided 
into three terms, with fall and 
| spring terms running for 18 
weeks, and the summer term 
| for eight weeks. 


All courses will be set up on 

a single term basis and if the 
demand is sufficient, each 
unit will be offered during 
each term. In major courses, 
two single term units are the 
equivalents of the previous 
one year's course. For ex¬ 
ample, the average student 
will take six units of English 
during his stay at Newton 
High School. 

Eventually, during the fall 
and spring terms some nine 
blocks of classes will be 
scheduled between 8:30 
a.m. and 5:30 p.m. No stu¬ 
dent or teacher will be re¬ 
quired to attend during this 
entire day, but the larger 
number of class periods a 
day will contribute to the 
desired flexibility. 

During the summer term, 
however, only two two-hour 
sessions will be scheduled. 
Students will be able to take 
four or five or sometimes 


more courses during the fall 
and spring but will be permit¬ 
ted to take only two courses 
during the summer term. 

Teachers will do more inde¬ 
pendent work with students. 
They will continue to teach 
regular classes to large 
groups, but they will not be 
required to spend as much 
time with the management of 
students and, consequently, 
will be able to spend more 
time educating them. Pat¬ 
terns asserted. This will be 
accomplished by increasing 
the number of aides, who are 
not professional teachers. 

Students will enjoy greater 
freedom and will be expected 
to assume more responsibility 
than they do now. Attendance 
in class, and in other sched¬ 
uled activities, will be re¬ 
quired, but at other times 
they will be free to use their 
time as they see fit. Never¬ 
theless, students who do poor¬ 


ly or who demonstrate they i 
cannot accept the responsibili¬ 
ty of freedom will be given 
extra attention and perhaps 
have to go to supervised study 
halls or even take their meals 
in a supervised cafeteria. 

A number of architectural 
considerations stem from the 
desired flexibility. For in¬ 
stance, the size and shapes of 
rooms will be as varied as 
possible .The shape of a room 
should be a function of its 
purpose. 

Soundproofing will also be 
employed. “Good education 
can often be quite noisy and, 
because of the varied and 
flexible use that we plan to 
make of our new buildings, it 
is impossible to predict what 
types of activities might be 
going on simultaneously side 
by side.” Patterns declares. 

Due to the projected in¬ 
crease in the use of school 
buildings on a year round

basis, all buildings are ex-, 
pected to be air-conditioned. | 

There will be a trend away 
from picture windows. Glass 
may be used extensively in 
non-academic areas, but it 
will be held to a minimum in 
classrooms because of glare, 
distraction and difficulty in 
darkening.

Suburban Investors of Bos¬ 
ton, whose address in New¬ 
ton Centre is 105 Wayne Rd., 
have once again taken on fi- 
"nancial “adoption" of a 
needy waif in a foreign land. 

A few years ago they "ad- 
noted” a small boy in the 
Fhili p pines. Now, again 
through Foster Parents' Plan, 
Inc., 352 Park Ave., New York 
City 10(710, they have con¬ 
tracted to help Ho Thi Hoa. a 
six-year-old Vietnamese girl. 

As was done before, the 
Newton people guarantee §15 
per month for a minimum of 
a year toward the youngster's 
Support. Such foster parents 
often continue supporting the 
same child until graduation 
from school or the age of 16 
is reached. 

The Vietnamese child was 
born to a life of suffering and 
privitation. She is a respon¬ 
sible, obedient and dilligent 
youngster and a very good 
student. 

Her parents are refugees 
from the North. They settled 
in the South in 1955 and the 
father served in the Army. In 
1960 he was discharged be¬ 
cause of poor eyesight and 
deafness. He has cleared 
some land and planted rice 
and sweet potatoes around 
the shack so the family will 
have some food t Whenever he 
has a chance, he works as a 
coolie, earning 64 cents on a 
working day. 

The mother helps in the 
farming, but she has eight 
children to care for.

They're all gone now but the parade and the day 
continues. Unfortunately, in late years, hooliganism, 
race hatred and drunkenness kept pace with the line 
of march. So much so. that many persons have been 
reluctant to attend, fearful of the consequences.

too low and the companies were losing money under 
them. 

Apparently they don't want to relinquish the 
privilege of losing money because Volpe’s message 
met with a volley of loud protests. 

If the insurance companies actually had been losing 
money on compulsory insurance, it is realistic to as¬ 
sume they would welcome any suggestion that they 
be relieved of this burden. 

Their vehement opposition to Volpe’s recommenda¬ 
tion leads inescapably to the conclusion that the com¬ 
panies have been making a profit on compulsory insur¬ 
ance, not losing money as they have claimed. 

Whatever merit or objection there may be to the 
Governor’s proposal for wiping out compulsory insur¬ 
ance, there are some portions of his program which 
clearly deserve public support. 

Volpe’s idea of free and open competition among 
the companies in the establishment of automobile in¬ 
surance rates certainly is worth a trial. 

There is, of course, the remote possibility that 
the companies might get together privately and 
establish a higher schedule of car insurance rates 
than those now being paid.

Editorial . . . 

Restrict Immunity Bills 

Witness-immunity bills now in the legislative hop¬ 
per on Beacon Hill will meet unyielding opposition 
unless they are changed substantially. In fact, we feel 
they have no chance of passage if they remain in their 
present form. 

We respectfully suggest that any witness-immu¬ 
nity bill will have 'a far greater chance of becoming 
law if it is confined to crimes of violence and organized 
crime. 

Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson, a sponsor of one 
of the bills which will be considered by the General 
Court, terms it "one of law enforcement’s greatest 
needs in the battle against organized crime. 

"The witness immunity bill will give prosecutors 
the opportunity to obtain testimony and evidence neces¬ 
sary to convict principals in return for immunity from 
prosecution,” he said. 

Richardson recently assured the Joint Legislative 
Committee on the Judiciary, which held a public hearing 
on the bills, that: 

"A witness-immunity would not result in a so- 
called ‘immunity bath,’ in which witnesses who testified 
in one case cleared themselves of prosecution in others, 
since a grant of immunity would cover only informa¬ 
tion pertinent to the case under investigation." 

Speaker of the House John F. X. Davoren, at the 
same hearing, recorded himself as against witness-im¬ 
munity bills. He presented an extremely strong argu¬ 
ment against bills granting immunity, pointing out: 

"We must envision the uncompensable loss which 
will have been incurred if we act hastily in this session 
to abrogate a right every bit as precious as any set 
argument for and against immunity laws. Their argu¬ 
ments are so good that it places the representatives 
of the General Court squarely on the horns of a 
dilemma. 

We feel that a bill restricting witness-immunity to 
crimes of violence or organized crime would resolve 
the dilemma and give law enforcement agencies in the 
Commonwealth a vital tool in combatting the current 
wave of lawlessness.

The fact, however, is that 
even the persons dose‘t to 
Collins don't know whether he 
will withdraw from politics or 
remain in it. 

Some of them are guessing 
as to Collins’ future course. In 
a few instances their forecasts 
are based on Collins’ public 
statements. In more cases their 
predictions stem from their 
own desires. 

Collins has declared, in ef¬ 
fect, that the likelihood is that 
he will not run but that he has 
not foreclosed the possibility 
of doing so.

That’s where the matter 
stands as far as the Mavor is 
concerned. This writer believes 
that Collins himself lias not \rt 
reached his final decision. We 
also agree with those who feel 
it will be Boston's loss if Col- 
lins does step nut. 

F r o m Collins’ standpoint 
there is ne reason why be must 
make an immediate decision as 
to what he will do and e\en 
less reason whv be should an¬ 
nounce it at this time if be did 
make a final determination as 
to his political plans. 

There is also the obvious 
possibility that de\ elopmenls 
could influence Collins’ deci- 
sion right up to the time he 
officially declares he either will 
or will not run. 

Some people are unable to 
understand whv Collins might 
voluntarily retire as Mayor. 
The answer is that the job of 
running a rity such as Boston, 
with all its problems, is so 



gruelling and demanding that 
a man who has held it for more 
than seven xears, as Collins 
has. is not likely to be enthu¬ 
siastic ahout the idea of shoul¬ 
dering the burden for another 
four years. 

Collins knous better than 
almost anyone that the position 
of Mayor of Boston carries 
with it more grief than glory. 
7 hat has been true back 
through the years, and Collins 
in seven years never took the 
easy way out. 

On the other hand, some of 
the programs Collins started 
will be completed during the 
next four years.

The fashionable thing to do 
is to take careful aim and hurl 
an editorial brickbat at House 
.Speaker John F. X. Davoren 
because his friends are giiing 
him a testimonial dinner. Prac- 
ticallv everione is doing it. 

However, there are a few 
things which can he said in de¬ 
fense of Davoren and which 
should be said in fairness to 
him. 

Most of the money realized 
from bis last two testimon¬ 
ials was quietly used for char¬ 
itable purposes and did a great 
deal of good, particularly for 
retarded children. 

When Davoren’s friends 
came up with their idea for 
another testimonial, he con¬ 
sented princi/xilly because he 
wanted some money raised for 
another charitable cause. 

This has never been made 
plain in the broadsides which 
haie been fired at Davoren. 

Davoren is a mild-mannered, 
hard-working legislator w h o 
has not been credited with do¬ 
ing as good a job as he actu¬ 
ally has done in running the 
21U-meniber House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Presiding over a body of 210 
vigorous politicians, all of 
them individuals, many of 
them with conflicting opinions, 
is a great deal more difficult 
than ihe aierage person re¬ 
alizes. 

The late John F. Thompson 
was blasted regularly by po¬ 
litical observers for running 
the House with an iron hand. 

No House member would 
have completed a spee< h assail¬ 
ing a testimonial for Thompson 
while “tlie Iron Duke" was 
wielding the gavel. 

Unlike Thompson, Davoren 
has leaned over backward to be 
fair with everyone — friend 
and foe alike. 

As a result he has been ac¬ 
cused at times bv the political 
pundits of not being forceful 
enough. 

Ironically. Davoren at limes 
has been criticized for not do¬ 
ing what Thompson was cri¬ 
ticized for doing 

All politicians are inviting 
targets for criticism, but much 
of the criticism levelled at 
Davoren has been unfair or 
overdone.

Seek To Quiz 
Local Youth 

Search continued today for 
a 20-year-old Newton youth 
sought in connection with the 
shooting of a Rockland girl 
who was found last Sunday 
morning on the median strip 
of Rte. 3 in Hingham, near 
the Rockland line. She had 
been shot five times. 

Mary Alice Pike, 15, of 525 
Webster st., is in extremely 
poor condition at Quincy City 
Hospital where police are 
maintaining a vigil in the 
hope of gaining information 
about the attack. 

The girl was found Sunday 
morning by State Trooper 
John O'Brien. She had been 
shot in the head, body and 
left arm. 

Search for the Newton 
youth started Sunday night 
after police learned t h e 
wounded girl had dined with 
he and his mother in their 
home Saturday night. The 
mother said the couple left 
about 10:30 p.m., apparently 
enroute to the girl's Rockland 
home. 

The girl never arrived 
home and the boy and his 
car. a beige Thunderbird con¬ 
vertible, haven't been seen 
since. 

Hingham Police Chief Ray¬ 
mond Campbell said the boy 
"may also have been a vic¬ 
tim of foul play.” 

The youth is described as 
6-foot-l, slim with black hair.

“Stop Bomhing M Petition 
Signed By 500 Newtonites 


More than 500 concerned 
citizens of Newton signed a 
petition to the President of 
the United States asking for 
the cessation of bombing in 
Vietnam. The petition is spon¬ 
sored by the Newton Chapter 
of PAX (Political Action for 
Peacei. 

It calls attention to recently 
published material which pre¬ 
sents evidence of the extensive 
killing and mutilation of Viet¬ 
namese, including children, by 
our bombs. Prof. Richard 
Sterne, of Newton Highlands, 
chairman of Newton PAX, 
and I. R. Schwartz of Waban, 
chairman of this project, are 
very gratified by the response 
of local citizenry. 

Many Americans are pro¬ 
foundly disturbed by the de¬ 
struction of entire villages due 
to our bombing. Dr. Richard 
E. Perry iRedbook Magazine 
January 1987 1 says; "In the 
American press the Vietcong 
are almost always presented 
as indiscriminate terrorists. 
The reality is not so simple. 
At certain times and in cer¬ 
tain Villages the Vietcong are 
in fact terrorists. 

But often they are trying to 
win the hearts and minds of 
the general population. Their 
savagery Is personal-and pri¬ 
mitive. Ours is impersonal and 


sophisticated. We and the 
South Vietnamese use artil¬ 
lery to shell villages: we don't 
see what happens at the other 
end when the shell explodes, 
killing and mutilating women 
and children. The Vietcong do 
not use napalm; we do. 

Pope Paul, the National 
Council of Churches, and U.N. 
Secretary-Genera I U-Thant 
have added their voices to 
those of millions of people 
who long for an end to the 
war.

the student company of the 
Durham-UNH Fire Depart¬ 
ment and soon was filling re¬ 
quests from fellow firemen 
who wanted various kinds of 
equipment. His business 
spread from the local com¬ 
pany to neighboring depart¬ 
ments. who found that Hank 
could get things promptly. 

After two semesters of col¬ 
lege he dropped out of class¬ 
es to work full-time as a Dur¬ 
ham fireman and equipment 
salesman, continuing his col¬ 
lege education by taking eve- 
ening extension courses, and 
his sales career by establish¬ 
ing a distributorship in the 
Maine-New Hampshire-Ver- 
mont area. 

In September 1963, he re¬ 
turned to UNH as a full-time 
student, resigning as a regu¬ 
lar fireman but continuing on 
the call force. 

“I realized the importance 
of a college degree," he said, 
"and I recommend that a 
student take off from college, 
work a year and stay away 
from home if necessary. It'll 
help him appreciate the value 
of a college education.” 

Did firefighting and selling 
fire equipment interfere with 
college? No, says Hank, point¬ 
ing to the fact that he not 
only made enough money to 
get through college, but main¬ 
tained good grades and an¬ 
swered most fire calls and 
half of the UNH ambulance 
calls during the five-and- one- 
half years he lived in Dur¬ 
ham. He also worked as a 
special policeman for the Uni¬ 
versity and the town. 

Bergson derived another 
ebnefit from UNH in addition 
to an education and financial 
independence. In 1963 he met 
his wife, the former Jacque¬ 
line Wilson of Keene. She re¬ 
ceived her bachelor's degree 
in music in 1964, but didn't 
exactly appreciate Bergson’s 
fire antics until one night at 
a four-alarm Boston blaze, 
when he introduced her 'to 
Arthur Fiedler, conductor of 
the Boston Pops Concerts and 
one of America's leading fire 
buffs. Jackie admits at first 
it was quite an adjustment 
having a home with a city fire 
alarm box and gong wired 
into the bedroom and three 
fire radio monitors buzzing 
all the time, but she apparent¬ 
ly enjoys being married to 
New England's No. 1 young 
fire buff. 

n addition to financing his 
education, Bergson was able 
to continue his hobby during 
college — collecting antique 
fire equipment. He was able 
to buy and restore a 1932 
Ahrens-Fox 500-gallon pump¬ 
er truck which he took to 
musters and parades. Among 
his prize possessions is an 
1858 hand-tooled leather fire 
chief's helmet from the near¬ 
by Dover Fire Department. 

Even the United States 
Army can't take the "fire 
horse” out of Bergson ... he 
was recently made an honor¬ 
ary member of the Elizabeth¬ 
town, Kentucky, department 
near Fort Knox.

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Deadline For 
WW II Veterans’ 
Home Loans 

Less than five months re¬ 
main for veterans of World 
War II to use their guarantee 
privileges for a loan to pur¬ 
chase a home, farm or for 
business purposes. This warn¬ 
ing came from William F. 
Connors, manager VA Office, 
Boston. 

Present statutes provide 
that the absolute cutoff date 
for World War II veterans 
will be on July 25. This dead¬ 
line is the result of Congre*- 
sional action which has de¬ 
layed the final date of eligi¬ 
bility several times. 

The cutoff will not affect 
veterans of the Korean Con¬ 
flict or veterans who have 


served since January 31, 1955, 
Connors pointed out, as these 
veterans are covered by dif¬ 
ferent legislation. 

Almost 326,000 loans have 
been guaranteed by the Vet¬ 
erans Administration to Mas¬ 
sachusetts veterans since the 
beginning of the program fol¬ 
lowing World War II. One 
out of every five homes con¬ 
structed in the United States 
following World War II was 
with VA guarantee. 

The Veterans Administra¬ 
tion will guarantee up to 60 
percent of the purchase price 
of a home for a veteran with 
limitation as to the total pur¬ 
chase price. 

Connors urged veterans 
planning to purchase a home 
to make their selection as 
soon as possible, avoiding the 
last minute rush for certifica¬ 
tion.

tempt to anticipate future de¬ 
velopments both within the 
hospital and those outside 
which might influence its re 
search activities. 

Dr. lsselbacher. an outstand¬ 
ing clinical investigator in the 
field of gastroenterology, is 
held in high regard for his ma¬ 
jor contributions in the areas 
of basic science and in clinical 
medicine. 

The scientific contribu¬ 
tions of Dr. lsselbacher pri¬ 
marily have been concerned 
with metabolic problems 
and vital physiologic pro¬ 
cesses involving the liver 
and the intestinal tract. 

His findings have added 
significantly to the knowledge 
of medical scientists who seek 
the biochemical pathways 
whereby foodstuffs are ab¬ 
sorbed from the intestinal 
tract and subsequently utiliz¬ 
ed or metabolized by the liver. 

While at the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health (1953-56), 
Dr. lsselbacher with Dr. Her¬ 
man Kalckar, now Professor 
of Biological Chemistry at 
Harvard, and Henry S. Well¬ 
come. Research Biochemist at 
the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, was the first to re¬ 
cognize and describe the de¬ 
fect in the hereditary disease, 
galactosemia, and developed a 
specific enzymatic test for 
diagnosing the disease. 

By means of this test, 
Dr. lsselbacher has been 
able to diagnose the disor¬ 
der at birth before any 
mental retardation occurs. 
The test which lie developed 
Is currently in use in most 
large pediatric and medical 
centers in the United States. 

His research in the area 
of galactose metabolism has 
already had broad implica¬ 
tions in the field of mental 
retardation and the formation 
of cataracts in the lens of the 
eye. 

Also, with his associates, 

Dr. lsselbacher first provided 
a new and important clue to 
the cause of Whipple's Dis¬ 
ease (a debilitating ailment ac¬ 
companied by a deposit of fat 
in the intestinal lymphatic 
tissue in man I. Their find¬ 
ings. since confirmed in other 
laboratories, suggest that 
Whipple's Disease is due to an 
infectious agent. 

As a teacher at the gradu¬ 
ate as well as at the post¬ 
graduate level at the Harvard 
Medical School, Dr. Isselbach- 
er is in charge of the second 
year course in Gastrointestin¬ 
al Pathophysiology. 

He has been active in the 
teaching of an elective 
course on the Biology and

Measles, Says The AMA

' CHICAGO—Now ii the 
timr to have your children im¬ 
munized against measles if they 
have not already received this 
protection, says the American 
Medical Association. 

Many parents are surprised 
to learn how dangerous this com¬ 
mon childhood disease really is. 

An estimated 250 American 
children died from measles in 
1966. More than 150 suffered 

measles encephalitis, sometimes 
railed sleeping siokrtess, or brain 
fever. Encephalitis frequently 
l leaves children with permanent 
disabilities, including mental re¬ 
tardation, deafness, and blindness 

Future tragedies can be pre¬ 
vented, because safe and effective 
measles vaccines are now avail¬ 
able. In the past four years, these 
vaccines have helped ent the 
measles death rate in half. 

It’s possible that measles 
could be eradicated in the near 
future if more parents protected 
their children with immunization. 

The AMA recommends that 
every infant be vaccinated when 
he is about one year old. All chrt- 
dren over this age who have not 
been vaccinated and who have 
not had measles, should be im¬

In Strong Move 
For Ethics Code 


Congresswoman Marga ret 
M. Heckler took the initiative 
this week in pressing for the 
adoption of a Code of Ethics 
for members of Congress. 
Three other Republican Con¬ 
gresswomen joined with her. 

In a speech on the floor of 
the national House Tuesday 
— the third she has made 
since becoming a member of 
Congress — Mrs. Heckler de¬ 
clared that the enactment of 
a congressional Code of Eth¬ 
ics is the most important is¬ 
sue before the body. 

"How can people place un¬ 
qualified reliance on this body 
to deal with the hard ques¬ 
tions of national order and 
the harder questions of inter¬ 
national disorder when the 
Congress appears reluctant 
or even hostile to dealing with 
the question of disciplining 
itself?” she demanded. 

"No member of Congress 
can afford to ignore the grow¬ 
ing disenchantment of our 
people," she asserted. 

"Critics have said that giv¬ 
ing the conduct of the mem¬ 
bers of Congress such a pub¬ 
lic nature will open the way 
to the calling of a witch 
hunt,” Mrs. Heckler declared. 

"I disagree,” she said. “I 
can think of no more effec¬ 
tive way to thwart the hunt¬ 
ers than to open the broom 
closet.”

A FREE SPENDING Italian arrested in Turin. Italy, 
m charges of spying for the Russians yesterday gave in¬ 
vestigators names of 300 U. S. and other NATO officers al- 
egedly involved in the biggest Soviet espionage network 
jver uncovered in the West, counter-intelligence sources 
reported.

nus factors and the esti¬ 
mates are fitted together, 
they point to a tax rate hike 
of about $4. 

The Mayor, however, expres¬ 
ses hope that he will be able 
to prevent the rate from ris¬ 
ing that much. 

Of the $33,340,183 budget 
adopted by the Board of Al¬ 
dermen, $15,034,089 was for 
the operation of the school 
system, and $18,034,089 for 
the maintenance of the other 
municipal departments. 

The school budget is $1,460,- 
915 greater than last year, 
while the municipal budget is 
up $1,313,265 over 1966, large¬ 
ly because of pay raises grant¬ 
ed to city employees. Salary 
increases also accounted for 
the bulk of the jump in the 
school budget. 

Mayor Bashas trimmed 
$1,543,285 from the requests 
and recommendations of Ills 
department heads earlier 
this year before submitting 
his municipal budget to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The Aldermen approved the 
wage hikes which the Mayor 
had agreed to give to the po¬ 
lice, firefighters and other 
groups of city employees.

A 20-year-old Newton youth 
was arraigned in Hingham 
district court yesterday on a 
charge of murder in connec¬ 
tion with the shooting death 
o! Mary Alice Pike, 15, of 
Rockland. 

Judge Alvin Tantkin com¬ 
mitted Roger D. Francis, of 
66 Arlington st„ to Bridge- 
water State Hospital for 35 
days observation. 

The youth was represented 
in court by Atty. Harold Bet- 
zold. of Whitman, a public de¬ 
fender. 

Francis had been brought 
back from St. John, New 
Brunswick, where he had sur¬ 
rendered to an Episcopal 
clergyman last Saturday. 


Canadian police held Fran¬ 
cis for Hingham police when 
he surrendered after tele¬ 
phoning the Rev. Thomas H. 
Lehman, rector of Grace 
Episcopal Church on Eldredge 
st., Newton. 

Francis said he would be 
willing to surrender but only 
to a clergyman, and the rec¬ 
tor called the Rev. Harry 
Quinn of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
Church, St. John, and told 
him the youth would be wait¬ 
ing in the lobby of a down¬ 
town hotel. 

Rev. Mr. Quinn said he met 
Francis in the lobby and 
placed him under citizen's ar¬ 
rest. Two St. John detectives 


then took the youth into cus¬ 
tody. 

Hingham Police Chief Ray¬ 
mond Campbell and Sgt. 
James Doherty secured a 
bench warrant for Francis’ 
arrest and went to Canada. 
Their first stop was in Trois 
Rivieres, Que,. where Francis' 
late model Thunderbird had 
been found earlier. Police 
there said there was blood on 
the seat and two .22 cal. bul¬ 
lets in a door frame. 

Chief Campbell and Doherty 
arrived back in Hingham 
with their prisoner shortly 
before midnight Tuesday. The 
youth was held in a cell in 
the police station until his 
arraignment. 

The 15-year-old Rockland 
girl lost her fight for survival 
last Sunday at Quincy City 
Hospital after she had been in 
a coma for a week. She was 
found lying on the median 


strip of Rte. 3 in Hingham, 
near the Rockland line. She 
had been shot five times with 
small calibre bullets. 

According to police, Fran¬ 
cis had dinner with the Pike 
girl on March 4 at his home. 
Shortly after daylight the 
next morning, the girl was 
found by a state trooper lying 
just off the highway. She re¬ 
mained unidentified at Quincy 
City Hospital for several 
hours until police notified her 
mother, Mrs. Hope J. I Miller» 
DeRochea, who had reported 
her daughter missing. 

In addition to her mother, 
the girl is survived by her 
father, John W. Pike, of Hali¬ 
fax; two brothers, John H. 
and Stephen M„ both of 
Rockland, and her stepfather, 
Clifford W. DeRochea of 
Rockland. 

She was buried yesterday 
following a solemn requiem

Easter, 1967. 

One of the oldest of the 
Christian Holy Days—yet a 
day that’s always new—a 
day of verdant hope—a day 
of glory—a day of Joy—a 
day of rejoicing. That will 
be Easter, 1967, in this com¬ 
munity. 

It comes to an uneasy world. 
It comes to a world enjoying 
a degree of mundane pros¬ 
perity It never knew before— 
it comes to a world on which 
the burden of poverty never 
weighed so heavily. 

It comes to a world when 
man's knowledge of science 
has reached a zenith of which 
his ancestors never dreamed. 
It comes to a world as man 
wrests from the vast space 
beyond him the secrets of the 
ages. It comes to a man de- 
/termined to conquer his 
~ future, even as he knows the 
agony and fears of war which 
could devastate his future. 

If there is more fervor 
this Holy Week which pre¬ 
cedes Easter, 1967, if there 
is more joy in the celebra¬ 
tion of the great day itself, 
it will be because the hearts 
of Christians everywhere 
will be seeking the eternal 
solace that comes to Chris¬ 
tians in the knowledge that 
“He has risen.” 

Easter comes early this 
year. It is one of the so-called 
“moveable feasts.” Its date 
was fixed in 325 A.D. by the 
Council of Nicaea. The Coun¬ 
cil directed that its observa¬ 
tion be held on the first Sun¬ 
day after the full moon which 
occurs on or next after March 
21 which is. therefore, be¬ 
tween the dates of March 22 
and April 25. 

The days which Immedi¬ 
ately precede Easter Sun¬ 
day in Roman Catholic and 
most Protestant churches 
are not days of joy—but 
days of sorrow—the saddest 
In their liturgies. 

Palm Sunday opened Holy 
Week. It commemorated the 
entry of Jesus into Jerusalem. 
In some churches a proces- 
cesion preceded solemn serv¬ 
ices and the distribution of 
palms. 

Good Friday, for Christian 
worshippers is, the saddest 
day of the year in most 
churches. In Catholic church 
es the altars are stripped 
bare. The door of the taber¬ 
nacle is open. The statues of 
the church are shrouded in 
the dark purple of mourning 
for the crucifixion. 

Maundy—or Holy Thurs¬ 
day—is the anniversary of 
the Last Supper. 

Holy Saturday marks the 
period of waiting between the 
time of Christ's Crucifixion 
and His Resurrection. 

Prayers and hymns of joy 
on Easter Sunday will mark 
the celebration of the Resur-

rection of Jesus, symbolizing 
the keystone of Christian faith 
and hope—the immortality of 
man. 

Easter, incidentally, de¬ 
rived its name from Eastre, 
the Anglo Saxon goddess of 
spring. Many of the customs 
of the Easter festival were 
incorporated from heathen 
rituals welcoming the 
spring season. 

Back through the sweep of 
the centuries the egg has 
been a symbol of Easter. But 
long before the birth of Christ 
the ancient Egyptians and 
Persians had the custom of 
coloring and eating eggs dur¬ 
ing their spring festival as a 
symbol of fertility and re¬ 
newed life. 

The Christians paraphrased 
this ancient significance of 
the egg as a symbol of new 
life, and the egg became a 
symbol of resurrection. 

The Easter sunrise serv¬ 
ice also is deeply rooted in 
antiquity. According to an 
old tradition, the sun rising 
on Easter morning danced 
in the heavens. This belief 
has been traced to the old 
heathen festival when the 
spectators danced in honor 
of the sun. 

The traditional flowers of 

spring, particularly the beau¬ 
tiful lilly, make the altars of 
Easter Sunday morning 
beautiful. Many of the Masses 
in the Catholic churches and 
the services in the Protestant 
churches are marked by their 
most joyous music programs 
of the year. 

Yet, even with the great 
emphasis on the religious 
services of the church cal¬ 
endar. the Joys of Easter 
are extended in most Chris¬ 
tian homes for the entire 
day. 

Like Christmas and Thanks¬ 
giving, it is a day of family 
reunion, a day of deep thanks, 
a day of rejoicing and great 
gladness. 

The Easter Parade, seem¬ 
ingly entirely worldly, may 
be traced to an old belief that 
it was unlucky not to wear 
some new article of clothing 
or personal adornment on 
Easter; or it may stem from 
the universal feeling that the 
Eastertide is the time of cast¬ 
ing off the old and beginning 
of the new. 

In more modern times and 
even reaching back to ancient 
days the joy of the day is re¬ 
flected in the garb of the wor¬ 
shippers. 

Before the turn of the cen¬ 
tury the so-called Easter 
Parade came into being. If 
the Easter Parade was not 
originated in New York, it 
was in that city where it prob¬ 
ably received its earliest im¬ 
petus. 

Outside the major houses 
of worship in Gotham follow¬ 
ing the services, the aristo¬ 
crats and the bluebloods made 
certain their new spring fine¬ 
ry was seen and appreciated. 
The newspapers found the 
display practically as news¬ 
worthy as the solemn re¬ 
ligious services . 

The parade term, some¬ 
what of a misnomer, came 
into use.

Hearing; Today On Mental 
Health Area Establishment 


A public hearing relative to 
the proposed division of the 
state into areas and regions 
for developing mental health 
and retardation services and 
facilities is being held this 
week by the Department of 
Mental Health in the State 
House, according to Commis¬ 
sioner Harry C. Solomon. 

The session today (Thurs¬ 
day), lasting all day from 10 
in the morning in Room 436, 
is among first-phase steps ta¬ 
ken by the department to im¬ 
plement provisions of the new 
Mental Health bill, Dr. Solo¬ 
mon said. 

Under the bill, the depart¬ 
ment is required to “divide 
the Commonwealth into areas 
and regions for the conduct of 
mental health and retardation 
services and to establish stan¬ 
dards for development of com¬ 
prehensive community mental 
health programs.” 

The bill also requires that 
from four to ten regions be 
established throughout the 
state, and that each region 
further be divided Into areas 
comprising populations of 75,- 
000 to 200,000. 

The Department of Mental 
Health plans Initially to es¬ 
tablish six regions and 37 ar¬ 
eas in which comprehensive 
mental health programs even¬ 
tually would be inaugurated. 
Dr. Solomon indicated, how¬ 
ever, that geographical lines 
are subject to annual review 
and change, if necessary, to 
serve the public interest. 

The public hearing will be 
conducted by Commissioner 
Solomon in conjunction with 
Dr. Harold W. Demone Jr., di¬ 
rector of the Massachusetts 
Mental Health Planning Pro¬ 
ject, and Dean William J. Cur¬ 
ran, of the Boston University 
Law Medicine Institute.

picture together, reproducing;

K. Ufford. 


Many of the photographs 
are of buildings no longer in 
existence. Cards with repro¬ 
ductions of the slides and a 
commentary about the build¬ 
ing accompany the series, 
also a special projector, about 
40 years old. is used to show 
the collection. 

James K. Ufford of the 
Photographic Department of 
Fogg Art Museum. Harvard 
University, and a former Au¬ 
burndale resident, was re¬ 
sponsible for much of the pho¬ 
tographic work that went in¬ 
to the collection. Mr. Ufford's 
paternal grandfather was an 
evangelist, the Rev. Edward 


Simpson Ufford. author of the 
old - time favorite hymn, 
“Throw Out the Lifeline.” 

His grandson did not fol¬ 
low in his illustrious foot¬ 
steps, however, as he was 
“bitten by the camera bug” 
early in life. As an elemen¬ 
tary student at the Williams 
School in Auburndale. he bor¬ 
rowed a camera and began 
his life's work. After graduat¬ 
ing from Newton High School 
during the depression, he 
found work scarce so went to 
New York, where he found 
employment with a profes¬ 
sional photographer for whom 
he worked about two years. 
Returning to Newton, he sub¬ 
mitted samples of his work 
to Harvard and was accept¬ 
ed, and he has been associat¬ 
ed there for more than 30 
years.

Lapland Is Hit 
By Threat Of 
Reindeer Loss 

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
colorful Laplanders of Swe¬ 
den are threatened by a catas¬ 
trophe — the reindeer herds 
on which so much of their 
livelihood depends, are threat¬ 
ened by starvation. 

The government has launch¬ 
ed an emergency plan and 
will spend more than $600,000 
in an effort to save as many 
as possible of the 130,000 ani¬ 
mals in Lapp areas. 

But the experts are pessi¬ 
mistic. They say many rein¬ 
deer have already died and 
the herds are spread over 
such vast areas it may not 
be possible, even using all re¬ 
sources, to rescue many of 
them. 

About 250 men will trace 
the animals and try to supply 
them with supplementary 
food. 

The trouble started in De¬ 
cember. Heavy snowfalls fol¬ 
lowed by rain covered the 
ground with a solid crust of 
ice that sealed the pastures 
from the reindeer. 

Loss of large numbers of 
reindeer might force some 
Lapps to abandon their tradi¬ 
tional life of following the 
herds from summer to winter 
pastures. Only a few of the 
35,000 Lapps in Sweden make 
a living from selling souvenirs 
to tourists who come to their 
northern lands to see the mid¬ 
night sun.

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Aid Program 
Decision Day 
Set April 15 

An April 15 deadline has 
been set for a decision from 
the Newton Board of Aider- 
men whether the city will 
participate in a five-commu¬ 
nity program providing added 
services to the elderly. 

The regional program, call¬ 
ed WMBROC (Western Met¬ 
ropolitan Regional Opportuni¬ 
ty Council) is financed mainly 
by the federal government. 
The program is regionalized 
because of the excessive costs 
if each city or town had their 
own office, with paid directors 
and personnel. 

The communities of Wal¬ 
tham. Arlington, Brookline 
and Watertown have each ap¬ 
propriated $2000 and are wait¬ 
ing for Newton to follow suit. 
If Newton does not participate 
in WMBROC, then the other 
four communities will go it 
alone. 

The other four communities 
committed themselves to the 
program last November and at 
that time, Mayor Basbas ini¬ 
tiated a petition and asked 
for the necessary $2000. 

However, the petition was 
reported out unfavorably by 
the finance committee last 
month but a holding action 
by Alderman William Mat¬ 
thews rescued it from defeat. 

At Monday night's meeting, 
Alderman James Shea quizzed 
the acting chairman of the 
Finance Committee, Winslow 
Auryansen, what action, if 
any, had been taken on the 
petition. 

Auryansen said that since 
the last Finance Committee 
meeting, no action had been 
taken on the matter. Alder¬ 
man Adelaide Ball said the 
Committee should have more 
information about the pro¬ 
gram before it is voted on 
again. 

It was noted that Council 
president Wallace Fletcher 
would be at the next Finance 
Committee hearings to explain 
the program. 

The WMBROC would be a 
regional headquarters where 
persons seeking any of the 
numerous city, state and fed¬ 
eral aids, could go for in¬ 
formation without running in¬ 
to too much red tape. 

At the initial Finance Com¬ 
mittee vote, Chairman John 
Nixon said Newton doesn't 
care too much for regional as¬ 
pect of the program, and that 
the city can work out its own 
problems. 

Last Saturday at the budg¬ 
et hearings, Nixon said the 
rising costs of running a city 
with adequate services for all 
is getting prohibitive and that 
Federal programming seemed 
like the only answer.

SENATE ETHICS PANEL RULES OUT OUSTER FOR 000D 

THE SENATE ETHICS Committee has decided that Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd should he punished but not ousted from 
the Senate, it was learned late yesterday. The decision 
neither to clear the 59-year-old Democrat from Connecticut 
of misconduct charges nor to expel him was reached at a 
secret meeting a week ago. 

The six members agreed that the facts uncovered in a 
yearlong investigation did not warrant expulsion. At the 
same time, the bipartisan committee rejected the possibility 
of exonerating the senator. 

No decision on the precise punishment has been reached 
although it will be some form of censure of Dodd's conduct. 

POWELL CLEARED TO RUN IN HOUSE ELECTION 

ADAM CLAYTON POWELL has won a court fight to 
run again for the seat from which Congress ousted him. In 
Washington it was reported his chances of being allowed 
to take seat had brightened considerably. 

New York Supreme Court Justice Arthur Markewich 
Denied an application by the Conservative party to strike 
Powell's name from the ballot for the special April 11 elec¬ 
tion in Harlem for the seat denied Powell March 1 on grounds 
ol misusing public funds. 

COURT ORDERS COMPLETE DESEGREGATION IN SOUTH 

A U.S. COURT OF APPEALS in New Orleans has ruled 
that all grades in all schools in the South must be desegre¬ 
gated this fall. Pupils must be assigned to schools, including 
kindergarten, without regard to race or color, the court 
said. 

The 12-judge court held that school officials “have the 
affirmative duty under the Fourteenth Amendment to bring 
about an integrated, unitary school system in which there 
are no Negro schools and no white schools, but just schools." 

CHICAGO KIDNAP SUSPECT ELUDES POLICE TRAP 

A FLEEING DRIVER, jettisoning a gun and a mask in 
his wake, led police and FBI agents in a wild, fender-smashing 
chase yesterday through an area being searched for kid¬ 
naped Carrie Stephen, 8. 

Thp motorist, who resembled thp description of Carrie's 
abductor, fled on foot down an alley and disappeared despite 
the emergency search parties of police and FBI agents who 
flooded the area. 

TEAMSTER HEAD DENIES UNION LINK TO COSA NOSTRA 

THE CHIEF of the Justice Department's organized 
crime division linked high levels of the Teamsters Inion 
and the International Longshoremen's Assn, with the Cosa 
Nostra crime syndicate. 

The Teamsters' general vice president, Frank E. Fitz¬ 
simmons, termed the statement by Henry Peterson "slander¬ 
ous" and urged him either to repudiate his remark or pre¬ 
sent evidence in court. There was no immediate comment 
from I LA leaders. 

SECRET CIA FINANCING HALTED BY LBJ 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON has ordered an immediate halt 
lo secret financing of educational or other private voluntary 
organizations by federal agencies, including the Central In¬ 
telligence Agency. 

He put Secretary of State Dean Rusk in charge of 
establishing a special public and private council, along the 
lines of the Smithsonian Institution, to provide federal funds 
openly to any organization's overseas activities worthy of 
such support in the national interest.

SHATTERED OIL TANKER REFUSES TO SINK 

VIRTUALLY BLOWN to pieces and smouldering like an 
undersea volcano, the American-owned oil tanken Torrey 
Canyon still clung today to the water line despite a searing 
bomb and rocket attack by screaming waves of super¬ 
sonic RAF fighter-bombers for the second consevulive day at 
Land's End, England. 

The precision bombing runs filled the sea and sky around 
the crippled tanker with fireballs. The aft section of the ship 
exploded in a blinding pillar of fire and sooty black smoke 
under direct hits. 

SAIGON LEADERS SEE DISASTER IN BOMBING LULL 

SOUTH VIETNAMESE Chief of State Nguyen Van Thieu, 
visited a U. S. aircraft carrier off the coast of North Viet¬ 
nam and said if the United States stopped bombing the 
Communist North, South Vietnam would be invaded "the 
following day.” 

“And the following month all of Southeast Asia will 
he invaded.” Thieu said as hp and Premier Nguyen Cao Ky 
toured the USS Enterprise in the Gulf of Tonkin. Ky himself 
said the Hanoi leaders “hope to win their war in Washing¬ 
ton, not in Vietnam.” 

SOVIETS CHARGE U.S. CHINA PLOT ON NORTH VIETNAM 

CHINESE COMMUNIST army troops moved into Canton 
to crush strong opposition to party Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
spearheaded by an armed organization known as the "August 
1 Fighting Corps,” reliable sources reported Wednesday. 

The informants said documents attributed to the Kwan- 
tung military district reaching Hong Kong said the anti- 
Mao organization, which included a "sharp knife company,” 
raided party and government offices, attacked police stations, 
kidnaped prominent officials, held kangaroo trials and "fur¬ 
nished intelligence information” to an espionage network 
In Hong Kong. 

MAO FORCES BATTLING POWERFUL CANTON TERRORISTS 

THE SOVIET UNION has charged the United States 
and Communist China are silent partners in a conspiracy 
to destroy North Vietnam. It said Peking was helping the 
United States by opposing a cease-fire in Vietnam. 

The allegation was made in the Soviet government 
newspaper Izvsetia. Peking has repeatedly accused the Rus¬ 
sians of collaborating with the United States in efforts to 
force Hanoi to end the war on American terms.

Newton Police Officers 
At Criminalistics Talk 


Through the courtesy of 
Boston Police Commissioner 
Edmund L. McNamara, a team 
of Boston Police detectives • 
Robert B. Dewsnap and James 
H. Bradbury - gave a lecture 
on “Criminalistics," the appli¬ 
cation of physical sciences for 
the detection of crime, to 
members of the Newton Po¬ 
lice Department, in their In- 
Service training program on 
Tuesday, March 28th. 

Every member of the New¬ 
ton Police Department parti¬ 
cipated in one of three prog¬ 
rams in order that every offi¬ 
cer becomes familiar with 
modern crime laboratory tech¬ 
niques. 

The importance of the crime 
laboratory has increased tre¬ 
mendously since the recent 
Supreme Court decisions re¬ 
garding questioning of sus¬ 
pects and the greater need 
for physical evidence. 

Chief Philip Purcell com¬ 
mended Commissioner McNa¬ 
mara and the Boston Police 
Department for the assistance 
that the crime laboratory has 
rendered to the communities 
outside Boston and the con¬ 
tribution Boston has made in 
the training of photo and fin¬ 
gerprint men under the 
auspices of the crime labora¬ 
tory since its inception in 
1950. 

Purcell went on to state that 
Boston has been using crime 
laboratory techniques prior 
to the formation of the lab¬ 
oratory and has in its histo¬ 
ry adapted scientific and new 
procedures before the days 
of fingerprinting and other ac¬ 
cepted modern detection con¬ 
cepts.

Conducting the program, 
the Boston detectives brought 
a wealth of training and 
technical knowledge. 

James Bradbury has been 
a guest lecturer at the Bos¬ 
ton Police Academy, lectured 
to professional, college and 
high school groups and more 
recently been a consultant 
on scientific detection to a 
Pan-American Association of 
police and militia from South 
America. 

He has been with the crime 
laboratory since its forma¬ 
tion in 1950 and prior to that 
studied chemical engineering 
at Northeastern University, 
attended Fire Control School, 
Newport, Rhode Island (Uni¬ 
ted States Navy), and was 
petty officer in charge of op¬ 
tical equipment and taught its 
usage in the Navy, which de¬ 
veloped techniques applica¬ 
ble to crime detection. 

He is also an expert in 
communications on electri¬ 
city. 

Presently, he is also work¬ 
ing with allied law enforce¬ 
ment agencies and the Armed 
Forces Police. 

Robert B. Dewsnap also

studied fingerprinting science

Both officers are charter 
members of the New Eng¬ 
land Police Photographers 
Association, a self-help, contin¬ 
uous training group that pro¬ 
motes efficiency and Increased 
professionalism among police 
photographers. 

Captain William F. Quinn, 
director of Newton Police 
In-Service school, pointed 
out that through the efforts 
of Detectives Dewsnap and 
Bradbury “every- officer was 
able to discover, protect and 
use physical evidence found 
at the scene of a crime." 

Quinn stated that while 
every officer may not ap¬ 
proach the proficiency of 
these “Evidence Technicians" 
they will be able to recognize 
evidence that may be de¬ 
veloped and used in today's 
"team approach" to crime de¬ 
tection.

By a vote of 14 to nine (he 
Ward Eight Democratic Com¬ 
mittee resolved last week to 
send a telegram to President 
Johnson calling for a halt in 
U.S. bombing in Vietnam. 

“We who supported you, 
worked for you and believed 
in you," the telegram stated, 
“urge you to stop the bomb¬ 
ing. We urge you to stop the 
bombing because its military 
effect has been at best ques¬ 
tionable, its psychological ef¬ 
fect has been to stiffen resist¬ 
ance, and its moral effect has 
been alienation of our friends, 
our young people and a large 
segment of our party. We 
urge this on you as the lead¬ 
er of the Democratic Party 
whose greatness has always 
been rooted in compassion 
and concern." 

The telegram was signed 
by the Newton Ward Eight 
Democratic Committee. Dis¬ 
senting members of the com¬ 
mittee sent a minority tele¬ 
gram to the President expres¬ 
sing their views. 

Rep. Michael S. Dukakis of 
Brookline spoke to members 
and associate members of the 
Ward Committee. He dis¬ 
cussed automobile insurance 
laws.

toward peace negotiations. At 
the outset of the United 
States’ bombing of North Viet¬ 
nam, the American people 
were told that this would 
bring Ho Chi Minh to the 
conference table. It has not 
and probably will not. In all 
likelihood a cessation of bomb¬ 
ing by itself will not bring 
meaningful peace talks either. 

"The essential issue is that 
we keep clearly in mind U.S. 
goals in Vietnam. If we want 
to win a military victory, 
logic demands that we use all 
military means available to 
us. However, a military vie 
tory has always been denied 
as the goal of American in¬ 
volvement in Vietnam, and 
rightly so, for it would be 
an empty victory. 

“Herein lies my greatest 
fear. The use of military 
force generates a momentum 
of its own which is difficult 
to control, and the more mili¬ 
tary success we have in Viet¬ 
nam the stronger will be the 
pressure to reach for a mili¬ 
ary vicory. Such a desire 
represents, in the words of 
Sen. William Fulbright, “the 
arrogance of power” which 
has an almost irresistible at¬ 
traction to the U.S. at the 
present moment. 

“Military power is never 
more than a means to an end. 
The great danger we face in 
Vietnam is to make it an end 
in itself. Sen. Brooke, by his 
change of position in support 
of present administration 
policy, contributes to that 
danger. He states that this 
is a misunderstanding of his 
position. 

“However, he has given to 
the American people the im¬ 
pression of supporting the ad¬ 
ministration’s use of military 
power in Vietnam and he will 
have to make strong, forth¬ 
right statements to change 
that impression. This is espe¬ 
cially true because of his un¬ 
critical acceptance of our 
government's continued escal¬ 
ation of the war in the past 
four months. 

“It is not a matter of Sen. 
Brooke's position alone. He 
has become a symbol. He 
makes it more difficult for 
others to resist this enormous 
pressure to achieve a military 
victory in Vietnam. 

“The future of Southeast 
Asia will be decided by social 
reforms, political changes 
that give a voice to the people, 
and by overcoming the enor¬ 
mous poverty that grips that 
area. Our preoccupation with 
a military victory delays what 
must be done.”

High School has been chosen 
for Newton's first automated

Business director Gilleland

Editorial . . . 

Where Will It All End? 

‘•This bill is a cornerstone in a structure which is 
being built but is by no means complete.” These worcis 
were uttered by President Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
some 32 years ago when he signed the original Social 
Security "bill. 

No truer words were ever spoken. 

We are now paying over nine times as much a 
year for Social Security as we did in 1937, the first 
year workers began contributing. In 1941, the lirst 
full year of payments, retired workers or their sur¬ 
vivors or dependents, collected $88 million in Social 
Security benefits. This year, under a vastly extended 
program, the Social Security Administration estimates 
it will pay over $22 billion in benefits. 

When the Social Security system first started, 
the combined payroll tax paid by worker and employer 
was one per cent of the first $3000 of income. 

Now with Medicare, the tax is up to 8.4 per cent 
of the first S6600 of income, $580.80 paid half (4.2) 
and half (4.2) by employe and employer. 

Recently President Johnson asked Congress to 
approve increases in Social Security benefits averaging 
20 per cent. The smallest increase would be 15 per cent. 
The largest increase, 59 per cent, would apply to per¬ 
sons receiving the minimum benefit, which would grow 
from $44 to $70 a month. 

The President also asked that Social Security bene¬ 
fits for three million children in families where the 
main provider has died, retired or become disabled be 
raised by 15 per cent. 

The first program would add $4.5 billion to the 
Social Security benefits. The second would add $350 
million. 

If Congress passes the President's program, then 
taxes will go up to pay for the additional benefits. The 
President is asking that both Social Security taxes and 
the tax-base be raised. Next year the rate would still 
be 4.4 per cent each for the worker and the employer 
but the base would be extended to $7800. 

That means a worker's share would be a maxi¬ 
mum of $343.20 in 1968. And Social Security taxes 
and the tax base would keep rising in stages to 1987. 
Then the rate would be 5.8 per cent on the first $10,800 
earned, or $626.40 a year each for the worker and 
employer. 

When Social Security was first initiated, it pro¬ 
vided old age insurance for workers in commerce and 
industry. That was all. The original Social Security 
Act was amended in 1939 — even before the first 
scheduled payments to retired workers in 1940 — to 
provide for the worker’s dependents and survivors in 
the event he died before reaching 65. 

In 1955 Congress passed legislation providing for 
benefit payments to adult disabled workers. The dis¬ 
ability clause was broadened in 1958, enabling de¬ 
pendents of disabled workers to draw benefits, and 
again in 1960 when all age barriers were removed. 

The program shifted gears again in 1965 bringing 
the controversial health insurance and voluntary medi¬ 
cal insurance acts under the umbrella. 

Today’s program has little in common with the 
original old-age survivor's program. The Social Security 
laws have reached far beyond the concept of an old- 
age survivor’s program and provide for a vastly ex¬ 
panded range of coverage and benefits. 

These include welfare assistance for the poor, 
medical care for the young and the aged, health exam¬ 
inations for the poor and aid to dependent children. 

Social Security has been transformed into the 
world’s biggest insurance program, covering nine out 
of 10 American workers. 

The Social Security tax is second in size only to 
the income tax. As of now it represents 17 per cent 
of all federal tax collections. 

This brings us to the point where one of the hot 
arguments is raging. The dispute is over this: Whether 
or not general revenue funds should be added to the 
pool. 

Most arguments over Social Security have been 
imbedded in politics or political philosophies. 

Both political parties are fully aware of the merits 
of Social Security. Some see its dangers. Some fear 
even that it is undermining some basic values of per¬ 
sonal thrift and responsibility. Some feel that the Pres¬ 
ident’s request for increased benefits marks the next 
but last step toward something like a guaranteed an¬ 
nual wage. 

Who will pay for all this? Will rising income taxes 
and Social Security taxes prove too crushing a burden 
on the already burdened taxpayer? Are today's younger 
workers being penalized to pay for the growing old 
age retirement, survivor's, disability and health bene¬ 
fits available to the older workers? 

These are some of the questions being raised as 
the Social Security program hurtles along. The answers 
aren’t coming back loud and clear. 

Where it all will end, nobody knows.

Answers Brooke 

Editor of The Graphic: 

Senator Brooke gave a 
strange performance last Fri¬ 
day evening in his television 
interview with Louis Lyons 
on Channel 2. 

On the one hand, the Sen¬ 
ator defended United States 
military actions in Vietnam, 
and favored continued bomb¬ 
ing of North Vietnam until 
Ho Chi Minh indicates a will¬ 
ingness to come to the con¬ 
ference table. 

On the other hand, Brooke 
said that in Vietnam he had 
heard little talk of commu¬ 
nism but much of national¬ 
ism, that the Viet Cong gue¬ 
rillas were not all Commu¬ 
nists — although they are es¬ 
sentially directed from Hanoi 
—and that the National Lib¬ 
eration Front should be pres¬ 
ent at peace negotiations. 

Thus Senator Brooke’s ana¬ 
lysis of the nature of the war 
is curiously at variance with 
his defense of our engagement 
in it. For by what right does 
the United States bomb and 
otherwise destroy people in¬ 
volved in what Brooke him¬ 
self considers to be basically 
a civil war? 

Is it some misgiving over 
the horrifying inconsistency 
in his position that makes the 
Senator depict a kind of clean 
conflict in Vietnam? He has 
seen, he dares to tell us, only 
one child victim of napalm. 

The Senator should know 
that many of his constituents 
regard wth contempt his ef¬ 
fort to sugar-coat a brutal re¬ 
ality, and to justify the con¬ 
tinued sacrifice of Americans 
and annihilation of Vietnamese 
in an abominable war.

Incinerator Cost 

Editor of The Graphic: 

With the approaching gar¬ 
dening season upon us. it 
seems that a group of garden¬ 
ers have notified their cus¬ 
tomers that due to the new 
incinerator charges, the price 
ot their services would be in¬ 
creased considerably. This is 
a most misleading reason for 
raising prices, in my opinion. 

Far be it from me to dic¬ 
tate to anyone how much to 
charge for his services, but to 
tell a customer that the rea¬ 
son for this increase is caused 
by the city, is not appreciably 
true. Unless the grounds con¬ 
sist of a very sizeable estate, 
leaves, grass clippings, branch¬ 
es, etc., for a whole growing 
season, including spring and 
fall clean-up, will not approx¬ 
imate a full ton. 

The price for incinerating a 
ton of refuse is only $6.00. or 
$1.50 per 500 pounds. The 
average landscaped Newton 
lawn and grounds is probably 
not even one-half ton for a 
full season. 

Many gardeners have work¬ 
ed the general area, from 
Weston, Brookline, Needham, 
etc., for many years and used 
our dump free. Recognizing 
the fact that we are soon run¬ 
ning out of space, the new reg¬ 
ulations were enacted by the 
Board of Aldermen. The cost 
was determined neither to pro¬ 
hibit the gardeners from us¬ 
ing the incinerator, nor to 
make a profit, but rather on 
an estimated cost to the city 
for operating the facility. 

True, the gardener may 
charge what he wishes, or 
whatever he thinks the cus¬ 
tomer will pay. But, don't 
blame the city for this. Pay 
if you wish, hire another 
gardener, if you wish, but 
stop and think before con¬ 
demning. 


Whal Newton Gels

You reported on the front 
page of the March 23rd edi¬ 
tion that John P. Nixon, chair¬ 
man of the Aldermanic Finan¬ 
ce Committee, voiced the hope 
that Newton would receive 
$2.3 million more from the 
sales tax receipts this year 
than it did last year, in view 
of Governor Volpe's prediction 
the sales tax would yield $100 
million more to the municipal¬ 
ities. 

Section 18A of Chapter 58 
of the General Laws directs 
that 20'i of this $100,000,000 
will be distributed "in the 
proportion to the valuations 
last established by the general 
court as a basis for the appor¬ 
tionment of state and county 
taxes." These valuations were 
last estabished by chapter 660 
of the acts of 1963, by which 
Newton received 2.667':. so 
Newton would receive $535,400 
by this apportionment of 
$ 20 , 000 , 000 . 

The remaining 80' r of said 
$100,000,000 would be distrib¬ 
uted under subsection (b) of 
said section 18A. by which 
Newton receives 0.8'; of the 
whole, so Newton would re¬ 
ceive $640,000. 

$535,400 plus 640,000 makes 
$1,175,400 and not $2,300,000.

Lunch Program 

Editor of The Graphic: 

The latest education issue 
of the Saturday Review of Li¬ 
terature had a rather signifi¬ 
cant statement referring to 
the book “The School as a 
Center of Inquiry” by Robert 
J. Schaefer: "The public 
schools must become places 
where both children and 
teachers find learning useful 
and attractive; where intel¬ 
lectual social, and moral cou¬ 
rage are cherished; where no 
administrator is a buck pass¬ 
er; and where no educator, 
whatever his station, pleads 
that he cannot be expected to 
cure what society has sick¬ 
ened.” 

I have been involved in the 
Newton schools as a parent 
and through the P.T.A. for 11 
years and have had ample 
opportunity to observe not on¬ 
ly my children's schools but 
almost all of the others thru 
my P.T.A. activities. Admit¬ 
tedly we do not have a per¬ 
fect school system and it 
would be the height of smug¬ 
ness to feel that questions 
should not be raised and an¬ 
swers sought from the ad¬ 
ministration and school com¬ 
mittee. 

However, if one subscribes 
to the tenets in the above 
quote and you take the time 
to really understand what 
motivates the professional ed¬ 
ucators who administer our 
school system, then I feel we 
should be grateful for the 
calibre of education that now 
exists in Newton and the vis¬ 
ion for the future. 

The exercise in democracy 
and group dynamics that 
went on at Newton South re¬ 
garding a single session was 
quite healthy. I haven't seen 
so much public interest since 
a leash law was attempted 
several years ago. 

From a personal point of 
view I could have returned 
to my profession years ago, 
if it hadn’t been for the lack 
of lunch program. Neverthe-

On Kennedy Side 

Editor of The Graphic: 

Your editorial of March 9 
criticizes Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy of New York for his 
suggestion that the United 
states cease the bombing of 
North Vietnam, in order that 
peace negotiations might be¬ 
gin. I believe that Senalor 
Kennedy is right and that 
your editorial is wrong on 
several counts. 

Your editorial indicates 
that you do not believe that 
peace talks would follow the 
suspension of the bombing. 
However, on January 28. the 
Foreign Minister of North 
Vietnam offered talks with 
the United States and asked 
only for an end to the bomb¬ 
ing of the North. He took 
pains to emphasize that the 
famous four points of the 
North Vietnamese formed a 
basis for discussion, not a se¬ 
ries of demands or conditions. 

Significantly, the Foreign 
Minister made no demands 
with regard to the situation in 
South Vietnam. He failed to 
restate the ritual demand 
that the United States recog¬ 
nize the Viet Cong. Unfortu¬ 
nately there was no response 
from Washington. 

Your editorial states that 
each time the bombings of 
the North were halted. North 
Vietnam has taken advantage 
of it to supply and reinforce 
their troops in the South. 
However, these charges have 
been made only in the press. 

Senator Jackson of Wash¬ 
ington, a n Administration 
spokesman, on page F-3004 
of the March 2 Congressional 
Record, charged only that 
North Vietnam had shifted 
supplies and men within its 
own boundaries. 

You state in your editorial 
that you agree with Secretary 
of Slate Dean Rusk that there 
should be "military reciproc¬ 
ity.” by the other side in ex¬ 
change for a cessation of the 
bombing. But there has been 
military reciprocity. Each 
time the bombings were sus¬ 
pended. the level of fighting 
initiated by the forces oppos¬ 
ing us was dramatically de¬ 
creased. Whole units of the 
enemy disappeared from any 
area in which our forces were 
operating. 

Furthermore, one of the 
original objectives of the 
bombing, according to Presi¬ 
dent Johnson, was to force 
North Vietnam to the nego¬ 
tiating table. Now that they 
are willing to come to the ne¬ 
gotiating table, we raise the 
price by asking for vague 
"military reciprocity." 

You refer to the recently 
expressed pessimism of U 
Thant. Secretary General of 
the United Nations, about the 
chances of peace in Vietnam. 
What you do not say is that 
North Vietnam this month 
sent an important delegation 
to Burma where U Thant was 
vacationing, in order to make 
clear that they were prepared 


less I feel that the education¬ 
al deficiencies that now exist 
have greater priority since it 
comes down to a matter of 
spending more money. We 
desperately need more guid¬ 
ance counsellors at all levels, 
more trained elementary 
school librarians, more music 
and art supervisors etc., etc. 

I would hope that some 
PTA or the PTA Council 
might attempt some inova- 
tive experiment that might 
meet the need for a lunch 
program that exist for work¬ 
ing mothers and hardship 
cases. 

Whatever the outcome I 
would hope that it is the 
needs of the children and the 
teachers that should be taken 
into consideration primarily.

Dr. took Warns 
Against Fating 
Uncooked Pork 

Raw or inadequately cook¬ 
ed pork products are still 
dangerous, warns Newton’s 
Health Commissioner, Doctor 
Hale H. Cook. In the last six 
months two cases of trich¬ 
inosis have turned up in New¬ 
ton, apparently the result of 
the victim's fondness for un¬ 
cooked Italian sausage. 

Trichinosis is rarely fatal, 
but the fever, aching 
muscles, and swollen eyes 
make the days or weeks of 
illness quite unpleasant. 

Prevention is simple — 
make sure all pork and pork 
products are heated to 150 de¬ 
grees F before eating. It is 
not enough simply to quick- 
fry a sausage and leave the 
inside only warm, or to roast 
a cut of pork nicely on the 
outside but leave the inside 
still pink. A meat thermom¬ 
eter can show the interior 
temperature of the largest 
roast and assure both safety 
and flavor.

But he also emphasized 

that the city "must recognize 
the full potential of the uses 
permitted within an area 
zoned for apartments and 
commercial purposes.” 

In polite fashion, the Mayor 
reminded the Aldermen that 
they had turned down peti¬ 
tions for the erection of apart¬ 
ment buildings which he con¬ 
sidered were not out of char¬ 
acter with the areas in which 
it was proposed to locate 
them. 

Mayor Basbas declared 
that he does not intend to 
violate prerogatives of the 
Board of Aldermen in deter¬ 
mining the proper zoning 
of any area. 

"However,” be continued, 
"there are a few’ areas in 
which I feel that the execu¬ 
tive department of the city 
should become involved, and 
that is in the larger scale de¬ 
velopments such as the air 
rights or perhaps guide and 
assist in the proper develop¬ 
ment of such large tracts of 
land as what we call the Syl- 
vania land and perhaps the 
study of future development 
of the balance of the Norum- 
bega Park land.” 

The Mayor also asserted 
that there is a need in New¬ 
ton "for middle - income 
apartment houses for the 
citizens of the city, espe¬ 
cially for the older citizens 
who have spent a lifetime 
in Newton and now, with 
their children having 
grown, find it necessary to 
sell their larger houses and 
move out of Newton into 
one of the adjoining com¬ 
munities that can provide 


apartment living for them.” 

"We in Newton must learn 
to accept some of these 
changes which can be accom¬ 
plished without materially af¬ 
fecting the character of our 
neighborhoods or commun¬ 
ity," Mayor Basbas main¬ 
tained. 

Planning Director James A. 
Miller supplemented the May¬ 
or's remarks with charts 
showing the city's anticipated 
expenditures in the future 
and the sources from which 
money might be obtained to 
pay the bills. 

Miller declared that any 
hope that the city can obtain 
new revenue by broadening 
its own tax base would "re¬ 
quire affirmative zone chang¬ 
es by the Board of Aider- 
men.” 

At the conclusion of the 
talks by Mayor Basbas and 
Planning Director Miller, the 
members of the Aldermanic 
Claims and Rules met to con¬ 
sider the Pentland petition 
seeking the right to erect of¬ 
fice buildings in Newton Low¬ 
er Falls. 

Mayor Basbas In his talk 
pointed to the sharp in¬ 
crease in the cost of operat¬ 
ing Newton's public school 
system. 

"As we review with you 
this evening, primarily the 
capital improvement pro¬ 
gram,” he said, "you will 
note that by far the greatest 
percentage of projects pro¬ 
posed are for school purpos¬ 
es," he said. 

"I would again reiterate 
my complete support of the 
philosophy that our school 
system should be. as it has 
been, one of the finest school 
systems in the country,” the 
Mayor continued.

few facts that I think I should 
bring forward to you in order 
to remind us that we have 
committed ourselves to heavy 
support of education in the 
city. For example, in 1955 
the tax rate of $46.80 per 
thousand was divided for the 
following purposes: $17.35 for 
schools, operating costs and 
school maintenance and 
$29.45 for all other depart¬ 
ments. 

"In 1966," Mayor Basbas 
continued, "just 12 years 
later, the tax rate was 
$72.20 with $41.66 for school 
operating costs and school 
maintenance and $30.54 for 
all other departments. In 
other words, in that period 
of time of approximately 
12 years, the total tax rate 
increase was $25.40 or per¬ 
centage wise it was 54.27 
per cent. 

"Of this increase, the 
school tax rate increased in 
that same period of time 
$24.31 or 140.11 per cent. The 
tax rate, exclusive of schools, 
increased for all the depart¬ 
ments in that same period of 
12 years $1.09 or 3.7 per 
cent,” Mayor Basbas stated. 

"In addition to these school 
costs, we have, of course, new 
school construction costs. We 
also have collective bargain¬ 
ing effective this year for the 
first time, and I might say, 
operated very effectively to 
the mutual advantage of the 
city and the employees. 

"We can anticipate, how¬ 
ever. continued increases in 
salaries and wages as the 
cost of living increases 
across the country, and we 
must compete for the serv¬ 
ices of these people on the 
open market, so to speak,” 
the Mayor said. 

"Events that occurred dur¬ 
ing the past several months," 
the Mayor declared, "such as 
the collective bargaining ex¬ 
perience, a review of the cap¬ 
ital improvement program, 
further action on the part of 
the State and a review of our 
own financial condition, are 
really what inspired me to 
call you together to seek your 
assistance in studying our fu¬ 
ture development,” Mayor 
Basbas told his listeners. 

"I was concerned, for ex¬ 
ample, that during the year 
1966, there has been an in¬ 
crease in assessed valuation 
over the previous year of 
only approximately $1,416,550, 
which is one of the lowest 
sums of new assessed valua¬ 
tion in any year for the past 
dozen or so. 

•T worried about the 
$250,000 extra assessment 
that the City of Newton was 
hit with in August of last 
year which was not incorpo¬ 
rated in the cherry sheet 
given to us in May, and I 
wondered what the assess¬ 
ment from the State might 
he this coming year,” May¬ 
or Basbas asserted. 

In discussing the need for 
the most suitable develop¬ 
ment of certain areas of the 
city, Mayor Basbas said he is j

He was prop¬ 
erly appalled at the thought 
of white shirts with sports 
jacket but conceded that trim 
non-flamboyant sports clothes 
could be worn to work. 

As for the survey, bankers 
demanded the executives 
wear suits. “We're a bank,” 
one bank spokesman said,

and trustworthy.” 

The more liberal business¬ 
es were transportation, retail 
merchants, insurance com¬ 
panies and wholesale men. 
And 55 per cent of them im¬ 
posed restrictions. "The 
sports jackets must be cut 
like a business suit jacket,” 
said an insurance company. 
"The colors must be dark and 
business-like in cut and col¬ 
or. Of course, white shirt and 
tie.” 

“The so-called white collar 
worker can be considerably 
better dressed if he is allowed 
to wear conservative sports 
wear,” Ruby said.

Mexico Readies National 
Parks For *68 Olympics 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — 
Mexico is sprucing up its na¬ 
tional parks so the huge 
swarm of U. S. motorists ex¬ 
pected for the Olympic games 
in 1968 can more fully enjoy 
extended tours of this scenic 
country. 

Millions of domestic travel¬ 
ers each year enjoy the recre¬ 
ation facilities provided by 
the network of about 49 na¬ 
tional parks, located in 20 
states. They range from 17 
acres in area to the enormous 
600.000-acre “Cumbres de 
Monterrey” park near the 
big industrial center of Mon¬ 
terrey, in Nuevo Leon state, 
close to the U. S. border. 

Still awaiting development 
is the twin forest preserve 
touching the Texas border op¬ 
posite the spacious Big Bend 
National Park on the U. S. 
side. Original plans called 
for developing an internation¬ 
al park, but Mexico has lag¬ 
ged in providing comfortable 
access. Meanwhile, the U. S. 
government made the area on 
the north bank of the Rio 
Grande a Mecca for vaca¬ 
tioners in that country. 

Facilities are being im¬ 
proved so the parks can be 
used not only for a day's pic¬ 
nic, but for weekend or longer 
camping trips. Special gov¬ 
ernment agencies were cre¬ 
ated to build refuges, tables, 
benches, cooking grills, sani¬ 
tary facilities and recreation 
equipment. 

The gamut of Mexican cli¬ 
matic conditions is run by the 
parks, some located in areas 
that include snow-covered 
mountain peaks, while others 
are located deep in tropical 
regions. 

This country began creat¬ 
ing its national park system 
back in 1898. The first na¬ 
tional park was known as "El 
Chico” (The Small One) in a 


Hidalgo state mining region, 
about 70 miles from Mexico 
City off the Laredo highway. 

In 1935 Mexico joined other 
countries of the Pan Ameri¬ 
can Union in signing a recom¬ 
mendation that all members 
reserve zones of natural bea¬ 
uty, archeological remains or 
historic relics, declaring them 
national parks and providing 
them with access, communi¬ 
cations and facilities for 
their exploration and us? by 
the public.” 

One of the favorite federal 
parks is located near Mexico 
City and is known as "The 
Desert of the Lions.” It is 
neither a desert nor is it in¬ 
habited by lions. It is a splen¬ 
did picnic area, with huge 
spaces for strolls and small 
scale mountain climbing, 
near an urbanized section 
where food and drinks are 
comfortably available. 

The 65,000-acre “Popo 
Park” is off the Mexico-City- 
Cuautle highway, about 50 
miles from Mexico City. It in¬ 
cludes the two world-famed 
peaks, Popocateptl and Iztac- 
cihuatl, and covers parts of 
Mexico, Pueblo and Morelos 
states. Mountain climbers 
like the ascent of Popo peak, 
which has been provided with 
refuges and rest stations.

Services for Robert M. 
Becker, 54, of 24 Leewood Rd., 
Newton Highlands, noted as 
an amateur photographer,

An interim report on the 
needs for the new Frank A. 
Day Junior High School was 
delivered to the School Com¬ 
mittee Monday night and sent 
by the Committee to city of¬ 
ficials. 

On hand to answer ques¬ 
tions about the report was 
Ernest V. Seasholes. assist - 
ant to F. A. Day principal 
Ralph H. Morse. Seasholes, 
who is earning his doctor's 
degree at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, has acted as coordinator 
for the Day faculty members 
who have collaborated in an 
effort to foresee educational 
development that might serve 
as guidelines for the architect 
who will design the new 
school. 

The School Committee 
voiced its praise for efTort 
that had gone into the bulky 
report, which according to 
School Committeeman Fran¬ 
cis P. Frazier, contained 177 
pages. 

Their vote to transmit the 
report stressed its interim 
character and that they en¬ 
dorsed only what School Com¬ 
mitteeman Edwin Hawkridge 
termed "the broad education¬ 
al philosophy of increased in¬ 
dividual attention.” 

Questions directed to Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools 
Charles E. Brown and Sea¬ 
sholes were mainly aimed at 
pinpointing the practical ef¬ 
fects of ideas contained in the 
report on the building. 

Dr. Brown remarked: "We 
asked the Day faculty to 
think together. This is a state¬ 
ment of philosophy and needs 
of junior high school educa¬ 
tion and of the Day School in 
particular as they envisage 
them. We hope you under¬ 
stand that they realize and 
we realize that not everything 
contained in the report will 
find its way into the new 
building. 

“We didn’t want to limit 
them, but rather to present 
the architect with a wide va 
riety of points of view. We 
are very much aware that 
considerable work will follow 
with the architect and that 
we will have to come back to 
you with the results.” Brown 
added. 

School Committeeman 
Francis P. Frazier congratu¬ 
lated Seasholes on “this ex¬ 
haustive and exhausting tome. 
I don't go along with every¬ 
thing.” Frazier commented: 
"Some requirements are just 
too much at this particular 
time. I was very interested in 
the philosophy expressed and 
I disagree with some points." 

Frazier quoted the report 
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which affirmed that it is of 
the essence of educational 
thought to shed singular ideol¬ 
ogies and that morality should 
be based on individual stand¬ 
ards. Frazier contended that 
ideology was not sufficiently 
defined in the document and 
that not all ideologies were 
bad. He added that if the re¬ 
port means that "every per¬ 
son sets the sfandard for his 
own code of ethics, this would 
lead to anarchy." 

School Committee Chair¬ 
man Harold J. Berman cau¬ 
tioned Seasholes: "We must 
recognize that with a pro¬ 
gram this flexible, this broad, 
that we are putting ourselves 
in the hands of the architect. 
Now this might be a good 
way of building a house; the 
different members of the 
family could tell the architect 
what they wanted, and the 
architect would come back 
with something that would re¬ 
flect all of their needs. But 
there will have to be a very 
close relationship with the 
architect.” 

Committeeman Hawkridge 
expressed some doubt as to 
whether the kinds and extent 
of activities recommended in 
the report could be made to 
fit into a school day. "The 
groups of teachers have not 
been modest in their demands 
for time,” Hawkridge re¬ 
marked. I wonder if you have 
tried to schedule all these 
things.” 

T o Seasholes' admission 
that the Day teachers had not 
attempted to work out a plan 
which would encompass all 
the things they felt should be 
included in future junior high 
education. Hawkridge o b- 
served: "My question was a 
little bit facetious. I do not 
mean to deprecate the effort 
that has gone into preparing 
this report, and I do think 
that the school day is going 
to increase. But it is a stand¬ 
ard way of planning to try to 
fit all of your demands into 
some kind of a matrix.” 

In more specific areas, 
c o m m i 11 e woman Mrs. 
Grace C. Whitmore asked 
Seasholes if the individual at¬ 
tention stressed in the report 
would require an office for 
each teacher. Seasholes re¬ 
plied: "As someone who has 
been a teacher at South High 
School, I can say that the 
teachers would like this very 
much. It is very important 
psychologically. It would give 
the teachers a space of their 
own which they don't have 
now, when they are shunted 
about the school.” 

“Certainly relations 
between teachers and pupils 
are going to change." Dr. 
Brown commented. "It is in¬ 
conceivable that the only pu¬ 
pil-teacher relationships are 
those that the teachers have 
with groups of 20 to 30 pupils. 
In order to give individual at¬ 
tention. a variety of different 
kinds of spaces are neces¬ 
sary. It is neither realistic 
nor practical to ask teachers 
to carry on individual atten¬ 
tion in. the present large cu¬ 
bicles we call classrooms. 
That does not necessarily 
mean that each teacher will 
have an office of his or her 
own,” Dr. Brown said. 

In answer to a query by 
Chairman Berman, Seasholes 
stated that "there will be 
much more individual space 
in terms of carrels for stu¬ 


dents. Once again it is very 
difficult to be specific. It is 
hard to predict when the new 
technology will be ready and 
available for the junior 
high.” 

(A carrel is a small three 
sided cubicle in a library 
used for individual study.) 

School Committeeman Man¬ 
uel Beckwith pressed Sea¬ 
sholes on the specifications 
for physical education. Beck¬ 
with urged that a swimming 
pool be included in the build¬ 
ing to attain maximum facili¬ 
ties for physical education. 

Mrs. Whitmore noted that 
the report had not taken into 
account the possibility of 
having an automated cafe¬ 
teria, which is under consid¬ 
eration i n other Newton 
schools.

And even if the child "does 
nothing correctly,” as many 
such parents indicate, he can 
still be praised for being a 
wonderful person. Approval 
should be shown by physical 
expressions of affection. 

The "double bind” syn¬ 
drome is reflected in such 
statements as "The trouble 
with you is that you have too 
much done for you,” followed 
a short time later by "Let 
me do this for you because I

In 
this recent study 22 parents 
were seen weekly. 

Although the results have 
not yet been tabulated, ap¬ 
proximately 80 per cent of 
the parents have reported 
that their child is doing 
better in school and that he 
is investing more time and 
effort in his studies. All of 
these parents felt that the 
entire family had profited 
from these conferences and 
enthusiastically approved of 
the direct approach used by 
the counselor.

surd as saying that one re¬ 
fuses to hold the hand of a 
child when he is learning to 
walk because he will be on 
his own later on,” Dr. Gil¬ 
more said. The child inter¬ 
prets this lack of assistance 
as indifference. He is fre¬ 
quently correct. 

The "be-what-you-want- 
to-be” syndrome is also in¬ 
terpreted as a lack of car¬ 
ing. A child feels more com¬ 
fortable when he has guide¬ 
lines for behavior, when he 
knows what is expected of 
him and what behavior will 
be rewarded. 

The "ask-your-mother” syn¬ 
drome frequently results 
from lack of agreement be¬ 
tween parents about goals 
and communication with the 
child. In these cases, the 
father should be encouraged 
to take a more active role and 
assume more responsibility 
and interest in family affairs 
and the future of his children. 
If he doesn't, he is not furnish¬ 
ing the quality of leadership 
the family needs. And he is 
not providing a good role with 
which his sons can identify. 

The low-achiever himself 
can be identified by certain 
characteristics. He does not 
seem to have a clear sense 
of self, or to know what he 
really wants. He Is easily 
hurt by the criticism of 
others. He tends to be de¬ 
pendent. prone to anxiety 
and given to mood swings. 
In general, the low-achiev¬ 
er's lack of drive, determi¬ 
nation and goals results 
from too little parental 
warmth, sympathy and affec¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Gilmore believes that 
a child's academic record is 
the best single index of his 
emotional security and that it 
can be used to measure his 
level of functioning. If he is 
not functioning well, he is, 
in all probability, not getting

Electronic Vote 
Test Is Seen 
Likely In Newton 

Newton was well represent¬ 
ed at the State House last 
week, when a petition initiat¬ 
ed by Alderman Paul J. 
Burke for legislation that 
would allow the city to test 
the use of electronic voting 
in next November's election 
was given a public hearing. 

In addition to the aider- 
man, those at the hearing 
were Mayor Monte G. Bas- 
bas, Alan Licare, executive 
secretary of the Newton El¬ 
ection Commission and Rep. 
Joseph G. Bradley. 

Burke reported following 
the hearing that the bill had 
little opposition—that the only 
objector was a representative 
of the type of booth voting 
machines now in use in some 
cities, who pointed out that 
the State Election Commis¬ 
sion was contemplating a 
measure that would allow 
several cities to test the elec¬ 
tronic machines. However, 
advocates of the bill heard 
last week fear that Newton 
might not be one of the cities 
designated for the test. 

Mayor Basbas testified that 
Newton needed the electronic 
system because of the citys 
large voting list and the pro¬ 
hibitive expense of the booth- 
type machines, which would 
cost the city more than a half 
million dollars. 

If the testing period here is 
allowed, one precinct in each 
ward would try out the new 
voting machines.
